Gentlemen: 

Under date of December 3, 1952, you 
sent to this Department Bill No. 1803, 
an ordinance transferring $3,000 from 
Code Account No. 1490, Misc. Service. 
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to Code Account No. 1494. Materials, 
Bureau of Traffic Planning, Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety. 

This bill proposes to transfer $6,000 
from Bond Fund No. 176 to the Bu¬ 
reau of Traffic Planning for the pay¬ 
ment of cost of purchasing cable, the 
life of which will exceed 20 years. 

One of the questions submitted to 
the voters when the $21,000,000 bond 
issue creating Bond Fund No. 176 was 
authorized, was whether or not the 
debt of the City should be increased 
to purchase, install and replace traffic 
control equipment. This question was 
answered in the affirmative by the 
voters.

We are just starting 
one of our own that I think is going 
to do a lot of face lifting for Kansas 
City. 

When we do not get around among 
other cities we get to thinking we are 
the only ones who know much about 
city planning and city progress and so 
on, and then, in my own instance, 


coming here, I wake up to find out 
you have gone substantially farther 
than we have in that field. 

It is a pleasure to drop in here. My 
old friend. Miss Anne X. Alpern, brought 
me in just to look around, not knowing 
I would be called upon to make a 
speech. It is a pleasure to he here and 
I wish you well.

Of 
course, everybody knows that there 
was great resentment against what was 
then called poor houses, and there was 
a song, “Over the Hill to the Poor 
House.” Later there was a motion pic¬ 
ture made of the sad plight of those 
going over the hills. I helped to 
place men in the county homes In 
Allegheny County, Westmoreland County 
and Washington County. When you 
talked with them they said they would 
probably live a week or a month and 
then would die because of the odium 
that was connected with an institution 
of that kind. Of course, later those 
institutions have done a lot of excel¬ 
lent work and they are better super¬ 
vised and better provided for in the 
county budgets in the several counties 
that I have mentioned, but at the same 
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time there are many people who have 
no desire to he placed in an institution 
of that kind. Some have changed their 
name to county institution hut still 
there is a lot of resentment. 

The Holy Ghost Sisters have an^ in¬ 
stitution In West View and I have been 
in that home a number of times and 
I think a number of members have 
also been there. They are overcrowded. 
They are providing the money for this 
institution and I think that Council 
is doing a very advisable and sensible 
thing in rezoning these twenty-six acres 
of the Zeiger Farms in order that they 
may erect another institution that will 
take care of many people who are not 
able to take care of themselves and 
make the winter of their lives pleasant 
and convenient and they will have the 
right kind of surroundings where their 
relatives and friends can call upon 
them, and will provide a little comfort 
and cheer to anybody who has to go 
to an institution of that kind. For 
that reason I am for Bill No. 2036.

Gentlemen:— 

The undersigned constituting a sub¬ 
committee appointed by the Commit¬ 
tee on Finance to consider the question 
of the rate to be charged to the Bor¬ 
ough of Homestead for water furnished 
by the City of Pittsburgh respectfully 
submits its report. 

After public hearings and investiga¬ 
tion, and examination of figures sub¬ 
mitted hy the Borough of Homestead 
and by the Department of Public 
Works, we have come to the conclusion 
that the water contract negotiated 
with the Borough of Homestead in 1923 
recognized unusual expenditures by the 
Borough to make possible the delivery 
of City water. These costs amounted to 
$235,000, This unusual circumstance sets 
off the Borough of Homestead from 
the ordinary out-of-city water con¬ 
sumer. The differential in favor of the 
Borough of Homestead, which has been 
supplied water at the prevailing City 
rates provided for amortization of this 
extra cost. 

Your Committee feels that ample 
time has been allowed for the amort¬ 
ization of this extra cost. However, 
since the Borough has already budgeted 
Its water costs for the year 1953, we 
do not recommend any change in the 
rate before January 1, 1954. 

We, therefore, suggest that water 
supplied by the City of Pittsburgh to 
the Borough of Homestead after Jan- 
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uary 1, 1954 be charged at a rate 25% 
over the rate charged to the City con¬ 
sumers, or at such rate as may other¬ 
wise be required under then existing 
law.

Rodgers, Weir and myself were appoint¬ 
ed a committee to draft suitable me¬ 
morial resolutions on the death of 
Honorable William Alvah Stewart, a 
former member of Council and late 
Judge of the United States District 
Court of Western Pennsylvania. Your 
committee prepared such a resolution 
and I now present it for Council’s 
action.

God, in his infinite wisdom, has 
taken from our midst our friend and 
former colleague, ^William Alvah 
Stewart. 

Bom in Pittsburgh, he attended the 
local public schools. He was graduated 
at Amherst College and the Harvard 
Law School. He was admitted to the 
Bar in 1928 and taught in Duquesne 
University Law School from 1930 to 
1941. He died at the early age of 49. 

During his short span of life, he 
occupied many important positions of 
public trust. He served this City as 
Assistant City Solicitor from 1934 to 
1938. when he was appointed an As¬ 
sistant Solicitor for Allegheny County. 
On December 5, 1938 he was appointed 
City Solicitor by the late Mayor Cor¬ 
nelius D. Scully. In May, 1942, with 
the United States at War, he entered 
the service of his Country in the Air 
Porce. He was later transferred to the 


Judge Advocate General’s School at 
Ann Arhor, Michigan, receiving the 
commission of Lieutenant Colonel. On 
January 4, 1946, he was elected to fill 
a vacancy in Council caused by the 
death of George E. Evans. He was sub¬ 
sequently elected by the people of 
Pittsburgh to that office, and on sev¬ 
eral occasions he served as Deputy 
Mayor during periods of absence or 
sickness of Mayor Scully. 

While serving in Council he was 
appointed a member of the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority, where he 
played an important part in the re¬ 
development of Pittsburgh. 

In recognition of his ability as a 
lawyer and of his service to the pub¬ 
lic, he was appointed hy President 
Harry S. Truman a Judge of the 
Federal Court for the Western District 
of Pennsylvania. There he gave promise 
of becoming one of the most brilliant 
Judges in the Country. He served well 
until his death April 9, 1953. 

In every public office, as a lawyer 
and as a Councilman, and finally as 
a Judge, he served the people with 
distinction and honor. At all times he 
gave of his talent, ability and energy 
unselfishly and with a conscientious 
devotion to the duties and responsibili¬ 
ties that were placed upon him. 

He was an outstanding American 
citizen whose heart beat in harmony 
with the best traditions of his Coun¬ 
try. 

Judge Stewart will be long remem¬ 
bered by his fellow-citizens for the 
many difficult tasks which he willing¬ 
ly accepted and for his many contri¬ 
butions to the advancement of the 
public goodj Now, Therefore, Be It

not alone by the people of Pittsburgh, 
taut by all of our metropolitan district 
and by the entire South-Western Penn¬ 
sylvania area.

On June 21, 1949, an Agreement 

was executed by the City of Pittsburgh. 
Edgar J. Kaufmann Charitable Trust. 
Allegheny Conference on Community 
Development and Civic Light Open 
Association of Greater Pittsburgh, pro¬ 
viding for a gift of $500,000 to the City 
of Pittsburgh by the Kaufmann Trust 
and the matching of a like and equal 
sum by the City of Pittsburgh to be 
used for the designing and construc¬ 
tion of an arena suitable for presenta¬ 
tion of light opera and other public 
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purposes. In accordance with this agree¬ 
ment, the architectural firm of Mitchell 
and Ritchey was retained, specifica¬ 
tions and working drawings were made, 
and construction cost estimates were 
received, for the building of such an 
arena. As planning progressed, it was 
apparent that the cost of such a 
facility far exceeded the monies allo¬ 
cated for the project and also, the 
Korean war intervened with the im¬ 
position of governmental building re¬ 
strictions so that the building was not 
built. Therefore, as provided by the 
aforementioned agreement, the parties 
were relieved of any further obligations 
or responsibilities thereunder. 

Continued consideration has been 
given by interested parties to the 
proper site location for such a facility 
in order that when the time would 
become more auspicious for the con¬ 
struction of such an arena, the project 
could move swiftly forward. The Plan¬ 
ning Commission of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh recommended a site in Bchenley 
Park and plans for the structure were 
completed at the recommended site 
In the meantime, considerable public 
Interest has developed in the possibl- 
Ity of locating and constructing a pub¬ 
lic auditorium in the Lower Hill Re¬ 
development Area designed to ade¬ 
quately serve both the needs and de¬ 
sires of the Civic Light Opera Associa¬ 
tion as well as the community gen¬ 
erally for a place in which to watch 
sporting events, musical and theatrical 
performances, hold large public meet¬ 
ings and conventions and house other 
recreational and cultural activities. The 
plans for the facility provide for a 
retractlble roof, thus assuring an out¬ 
door atmosphere in the summer and 
adequate shelter from the cold in the 
winter. 

The Kaufman Charitable Tiijst and 
the Civic Light Opera Association are 
sincerely Interested in the construction 
of such a facility in the Lower Hill 
Redevelopment Area. 

The Edgar J. Kaufmann Charitable 
Trust is pleased to make a new offer 
In the sum of $1,000,000 as a gift to¬ 
ward the construction of the proposed 
public auditorium. This gift will be to 
an agency approved by the City and 
the Edgar J. Kaufmann Charitable 


Trust. Since the recipient of the gift 
is not presently known, it is herein¬ 
after referred to as the “Donee." This 
letter outlines in general the terms of 
the proposed gift; however, the com¬ 
plete terms will be embodied in a 
formal agreement to be made, follow¬ 
ing acceptance of this offer. 

In general the proposal is for the 
Kaufmann Charitable Trust to make a 
gift of $1,000,000 to the Donee provided 
that the City and others make avail¬ 
able funds sufficient to complete the 
project. The agreement ultimately to be 
entered Into among the City, the Kauf¬ 
mann Charitable Trust, the Donee, the 
Civic Light Opera Association and pos¬ 
sibly other interested parties, would 
recite that it superceded the above 
mentioned, agreement of June 21, 1949, 
and that the Kaufmann Charitable 
Trust has no unperformed otaligatlon.s 
and no further liability under such 
agreement of June 21, 1949, and would 
provide in substance that: 

1. The Donee will construct, or 
cause to be constructed in the Lower 
Hill Redevelopment Area, the proposed 
public auditorium substantially as 
shown on the preliminary designs for 
said project transmitted February 1, 
1953 by the architectural firm of 
Mitchell and Ritchey to the Allegheny 
Conference on Community Development: 

2. The Kaufmann Charitable Trust 
will provide for the construction of the 
project, the sum of $1,000,000, which 
is to be paid when funds sufficient for 
the completion of the project are avail¬ 
able to the Donee under conditions 
which limit the use of such funds to 
the construction of the proposed pub¬ 
lic auditorium, or the payment there¬ 
of to the Donee under similar con¬ 
ditions assured to the satisfaction of 
the Kaufmann Charitable Trust; 

3. The City will grant the Opera 
Association such exclusive use bf the 
project as may be required by the 
Opera Association for the preparation 
and presentation of musical and the¬ 
atrical performances during the summer 
months of each year, (i.e., from ap¬ 
proximately the 1st of May to ap¬ 
proximately the 15th of September) 
without requiring payment of rent but 
requiring payment of building operating 
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costs during the time allotted to it; 
and the Opera Association shall have 
the right to charge fees for admission, 
and any surplus accruing or deficii 
incurred by the Opera Association will 
belong to or be borne by the Opera 
Association j 

4- The Civic Light Opera Associa¬ 
tion of Greater Pittsburgh agrees to use 
the facility for the presentation of its 
light opera and other theatrical per¬ 
formances; 

This proposal of the Kaufmann 
Charitable Trust must be accepted by 
the City of Pittsburgh within a period 
of one year from the date of this 
letter.

I asked 
if Mr. Wright was available. He said 
he was not. I said, “Do you know 
what he Is doing?” He said, “He la 
out representing the Progressive Party.” 
That Is the C. P. and the charge I 
made here the other afternoon was 
entirely correct, and I have knowledge 
and believed for a long time that Mr. 
Wright is a member of the Com¬ 
munist Party. Of course, I have been 
fighting Communists since 1922. That 
was when they first reared their heads 
here in Pennsylvania back in the big 
coal strike in 1922. I have fought 
them morally, physically and financial¬ 
ly, and have spent a lot of money 
fighting this Party. Back in 1923, when 
Charles Evans Hughes was Chief Jus¬ 
tice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States he said that the United 
Mine Workers and the American Feder¬ 
ation of Labor were doing more than 
anybody else to destroy the Com¬ 
munist Party. 

I said that I would not sit in Coun¬ 
cil meetings with anybody who is a 
Communist. I am making that very 
clear here this afternoon to you, Mr. 
President and the other members of 
Council. When a member of the Com¬ 
munist Party comes before Council 
for any reason I will not be a part 
of the hearing. These people are do¬ 
ing everything they can to overthrow 



and destroy our government. They prac¬ 
tice sabotage and believe in and are 
followers of the Third Internationale 
and are absolutely following an atheis¬ 
tic dictator, and they want to destroy 
not only the church but our free in¬ 
stitutions and everything we believe 
in. Hundreds of thousands of men 
and women have fought, bled and died 
Jn order to maintain our way of life, 
and when men like Alexander Wright, 
who has been doing everything in his 
power to advance the cause of Com¬ 
munism in America comes here to City 
Council and tries to tell us what we 
should do, I am very bitterly opposed 
to those people. He is one of the 
men who paraded in front of the City- 
County Building and picketed the ad¬ 
ministration, and like the rest of the 


Commies he would like to destroy our 
American institutions. 

I want to make my position very 
clear that I am bitterly opposed to 
communists and bitterly opposed to the 
subversives who are doing everything 
they can to destroy our way of life. 

Mr. Wright and no other member 
of the Communist Party will ever get 
a hearing before Council so far a.s 
I am concerned.

My dear Mr. Fagan: 

This letter is to clarify my position 
as chairman of the Dirt Street Com¬ 
mittee which appeared before Council 
last week to request Improvement of 
conditions in the Hill District. 

First of all, I must tell you that I 
can appreciate your refusal to listen to 
Mr. Wright, since I have learned dur¬ 
ing the past few days of his pro- 
Communist affiliations. Certainly, I, 
as a citizen, and as father of three 
World War II veterans, am not proud 
of any such association. 

Had I been aware of the fact that 
Mr. Wright has been cited by the Fed¬ 
eral government as a subversive, I 
should not have been so unwise as 
to permit him to sit on the commit¬ 
tee with our group, realizing that such 
a move could in no way help our 
cause, rather serve to defeat a worthy 
purpose. 

But the picture is not so discourag¬ 
ing, because I have lived long enough 
to know that one must often pay a 
dear price for his learning. And, be¬ 
lieve me, the word of Uncle Sam is 
good enough for me!! 

Therefore, I must extend to you and 
to the other members of Council my 
humblest apology for such indiscretion. 
On the other hand, I can not regret 
our request that Council do something 
about the deplorable street conditions 
in our neighborhoods. The nucleus of 
our committee represents hard-working, 
loyal Americans who know we are not 
getting a square deal. We pay our 
taxes. We are not asking too much. 

I am happy to admit having made 
a mistake, and I hope you and your 
associates in such responsible positions 


will profit as much as I have from our 
experience. A bit of objective think¬ 
ing will, without a doubt, lead you to 
the obvious conclusion that it is just 
such neglect of minority groups and 
their interests which often provides 
fertile ground for those who would 
destroy our heritage. Sometimes, par¬ 
ticularly younger people, rather than 
members of our committee, are not 
wise enough to see the next best move. 
To us the procedure is clear; that is. 
we must first rid ourselves of the un¬ 
desirable element, then proceed with 
our program. 

I shall endeavor sincerely to correct 
the damage done to my associates by 
permitting this unfortunate incident. 

I hope you, Mr. Fagan, will be just 
as forthright and fair, and do your 
best to rectify the gross injustices to 
Hill District residents.

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REPORTS OF SPECIAL COMMITTEES

Gentlemen: 

The undersigned, members of a Sub¬ 
committee appointed to investigate traf¬ 
fic conditions on Brookline Boulevard, 
near Merrick and Whited streets, here¬ 
with submit the following report: 

In the block above Merrick and 
Whited streets, Brookline Boulevard is 
divided into two (2) One-Way paved 
roadways separated by the unpaved 
right-of-way of the Pittsburgh Rail¬ 
ways Company with two (2) sets of 
railway tracks. In the right-of-way, the 
Railways Company maintains two (2) 
lines of iron trolley poles supporting 
their power lines 

At a public hearing before this Coun¬ 
cil, it was stated that these Railways 
Company poles, (because of their loca¬ 
tion close to the travelled roadway), 
constitute a real hazard to automobile 
traffic going down grade toward Mer¬ 
rick and Whited streets. Indeed, this 
situation was forcibly brought to the 
attention of all the members of this 
Council by the nearly tragic occurrence 
of last week when a group of young 
people were seriously injured by a 
collision with one of these trolley poles. 

We, of your Sub-Committee, have 
familiarized ourselves with the location, 
and after studying the problem, have 
concluded that the Pittsburgh Rail¬ 
ways trolley poles, immediately adjacent 


to the roadway constitute an unneces¬ 
sary and unreasonable hazard to auto¬ 
mobile traffic and that this hazard Is 
greatly Increased by the parking of 
automobiles; and trucks along this sec¬ 
tion of Brookline Boulevard, especially 
after dark. 

We, therefore, recommend: 

(1) That the Department of Public 
Safety, Bureau of Traffic Planning, 
as an Immediate measure, Institute 
a No Parking Regulation, permitting 
stopping only during daylight 
hours, and no parking after dark, 
and 

(2) That the Department of Law be di¬ 
rected, in conjunction with this 
Sub-Committee, to file a request 
and, if necessary, a demand upon 
the Pittsburgh Railways Company 
for the removal or relocation of 
the Railways Company poles to a 
safe position, subject to approval 
by the Department of Public Worley 
the Department of Public Safety 
and this Sub-Committee

Gentlemen: 

I am transmitting herewith two pro¬ 
posed ordinances which the Parking 
Authority requests be enacted as part 
of its programming of construction of 
the Mellon Square park and under¬ 
ground garage. 

We have the welcome news from the 
Parking Authority that financing of 
this project has been cleared and that 
excavation will start In the immediate 
future. 

The Parking Authority is to be con¬ 
gratulated on its successful conclusion 
of the many complicated situations 
which have arisen in connection with 
the underground garage, and I am sure 
that all of us in the city government 
will wish to extend every reasonable 
assistance to the accomplishment of the 
project. 

One of the ordinances submitted is 
an ordinance permitting “encroach¬ 
ments” under the adjoining sidewalks. 
This has been prepared in consulta¬ 
tion with the City’s Law Department 
and Department of Public Works, and 
has the approval of those agencies. 

The second is a change in building 
code requirements as to lighting fix¬ 
tures, which again has been prepared 
in consultation with and has the sup¬ 
port of the Bureau of Building Inspec¬ 
tion. Briefly, it eliminates an insist¬ 
ence upon so-called explosion proof 
lighting fixtures, which is unrealistic 
in garage construction because of the 
spark-producing nature of automobile 
ignitions and because of the ventila¬ 
tion system which will be incorporated 
in the garage. The air will be changed 
eight times per hour, instead of the 
six times per hour which Is required 
under the code.

Mr. President and Members of Coun¬ 
cil: On September 19, 1953, the Cere¬ 
bral Palsy Committee will hold in 
Pittsburgh a combined television and 
radio ’show for the purpose of solicit¬ 
ing funds for the cerebral palsy people. 
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This, I am told, is the first Pitts¬ 
burgh performance of this kind. It is 
a performance between the television 
and radio people and there will be 
a number of stars appearing on the 
program, commencing at 10:00 o’clock 
on the night of September 19th and 
continuing until 2:00 o’clock the next 
day. Last year it was very successful. 
This year, I think likewise, we will be 
successful. 

As an adjunct it was proposed by 
Mr. Guy Miller, who owns an airplane, 
and it was proposed to fly over the 
City of Pittsburgh and distribute from 
the air, and, of course, it has a pub¬ 
licity aspect to it, tickets for the 
Nixon Theatre, so that persons picking 
up these tickets might present them 
to the theatre during the course of 
this performance. This is the first time 
that a telecast of this kind has origin¬ 
ated from the stage of the theatre. 

It should be a very entertaining and 
instructive performance for anyone to 
attend. I have seen it elsewhere. It 
is our hope, but no one can guaran¬ 
tee It, that most of these tickets will 
be picked up. A certain number of 
them will fall on roofs, etc., that will 
not be recovered. It is not a mass 
distribution of material, as I under¬ 
stand it, but rather sufficient material 
to focus attention, create interest and, 
may I say, cause conversation. Our 
main purpose is to create the interest 
of the public and hope that this in 
some way may help, so that these 
unfortunate people may thereby in a 
measure be helped. 

There is no commercial aspect to 
this. Most of the work is being done 
as volunteer work. It happens to be 
one of those particular efforts for some 
particular reason. It makes me feel I 
should come before you and ask for 
this in good conscience.

What 
we have in our minds, we have been 
calling this Mellon Square for quite a 
while, but we are officially giving that 
name “Mellon Square” to the site of 
the great underground parking garage 
with a beautiful downtown park on 
the surface. 

Many of you attended the dedica¬ 
tion services last Monday—the ground 
breaking services—and you are all aware 
of the implication of this great project. 
It will be utilitarian in supplying six 
floors of underground parking. It will 
be beautiful, being a green spot in 
the very center of our City. We owe 
all this to the Mellon Foundation; and 
I think it entirely fitting that the 
official name should be “Mellon Square” 
in honor of those two great Pittsburgh¬ 
ers, Andrew W. Mellon and Richard B. 
Mellon. 

Both Andrew W. Mellon and Richard 
B. Mellon were born in Pittsburgh 
and lived here all their lives, attain¬ 
ing great prominence in this City. 
Their interests and their accomplish¬ 
ments went beyond the limits of this 
City. They were nationally known but 
Pittsburgh remained, throughout their 
lives, their home and their first thought 
and their first Interest. Andrew W. 
Mellon and Richard B. Mellon have 
done many great things for this City. 
I think “Mellon Square” is a fitting 
culmination and a fitting memorial. 

We are Indeed fortunate that Richard 
King Mellon, son of Richard B. Mellon, 
is carrying on that love for Pittsburgh 
and interest for its beautification and 
development which characterized these 
two great men during their lifetimes. 

At the risk of being somewhat pre¬ 
sumptuous, I want to tell you of an 
incident. I knew both of these gentle¬ 
men when I was a small boy. Of 
course, they were both well advanced 
in years at that time, but I want to 
say that their kindliness, courtesy and 
consideration for a boy in knee pants 
is still in my mind.

(After the return of the Committee 
and the Mayor): 

The Chair: 

Members of Council and Gentlemen: 
His Honor, the Mayor of Pittsburgh. 

Mayor Lawrence; 

President and Members of Council; 

I have the honor to transmit here¬ 
with estimates of expenditures and 
revenues for the operation of the City 
of Pittsburgh in 1964. It is the most 
difficult budget, requiring the hardest 
decisions, of any that have come in 
my period of responsibility for the ad¬ 
ministration of the City’s affairs. 

The cost of living, and therefore, the 
cost of operating continues to rise each 
month. The reports which are published 
by the Federal Government make that 
clear, and demonstrate that the infla¬ 
tionary pressures which have plagued 
municipal financing show no real sign 
of abatement. 

At the same time, the demand for 
public services continues to Increase 
with the rising living standards of the 
community. Pittsburgh is making a 
strenuous effort to protect its future 
and the future of all who live here, 
and the city government has inescapa¬ 
ble obligations in this work. A fail¬ 
ure to perform the standard municipal 
functions adequately, and to meet such 
constantly growing problems as traffic 
movement and control, would in large 


measure defeat the purpose of the im¬ 
provement program in which Pittshurgii 
people have put so much of their 
hearts, their minds, and their re¬ 
sources. 

The budget requests of the depart¬ 
ments which came to me totalled $46,- 
031,679. These were not padded, and 
did not represent any considerable 
items which the operating heads of the 
city’s services did not honestly believe 
were necessary for the proper perform¬ 
ance of their responsibilities. 

This figure of more than $46,000,000 
compared with a revenue estimate from 
the City Treasurer of $40,988,000. 

The gap was enormous. 

The budget estimates obviously had 
to be reduced. That was the obligation 
of the Mayor’s Office, and in our of¬ 
fice, we reduced the estimated appro¬ 
priations to $44,405,769. The reductions 
came to $1,625,820. 

This is the budget which is now 
transmitted. It is $29,276 less than 
the appropriations made for 1953, de¬ 
spite the fact that it contains some 
mandatory increases such as scheduled 
increments in policemen’s and firemen’s 
salaries, increased cost of utility serv¬ 
ices, and similar items. 

This is therefore a minimum budget. 

It not only does not provide any new 
services, no matter how desirable; it 
does not provide any cost of Jiving 
increases for city employees or provide 
for the payment of prevailing wags 
under newly negotiated labor contracts; 
nor does it make any compensation in 
Increased police and fire personnel for 
the manpower reductions which were 
recklessly imposed upon us by the 
Legislature. 

The budget estimates have been re¬ 
viewed code account by code account in 
comparison with actual 1953 expendi¬ 
tures, and It is fair to state that it 
will provide a smaller return in unex¬ 
pended balances than previous budgets 
have done for us. 

The figure is still, however, $44,405.- 
759, as against revenue estimates of 
$40,988,000. This leaves a gap of 
$3,417,759. 

Our 1953 operations will yield a sur¬ 
plus of $500,000, as predicted. We will

be able to close out the year without a 
deficit in spite of the failure of the 
water authority proposal and the conse¬ 
quent loss of $2,100,000 in anticipated 
revenues. But, of course, our surplus 
was drastically reduced in the process, 
and ceases to be of major assistance 
in balancing even a minimum budget 
for 1954. 

To bring this minimum budget into 
balance, taking due consideration of a 
surplus of $500,000, woiUd require an 
increase in the property tax of more 
tiian four mills on land and two mills 
on building values. 

A five percent increase to the em¬ 
ployees of the city, justifiable In view 
of rising living costs and the wage- 
salary pattern being established in 
the private economy, and adherence to 
the established basis of prevailing wage 
payments in comparable trades, would 
cost approximately $1,550,000. 

The Legislature compels us to re¬ 
duce the work week of policemen to a 
forty-four hour five-day week, and to 
reduce the work week of firemen to 
an alternating four and five-day week. 
To replace the man hours lost would 
dequire the addition of 191 policemen 
and 110 firemen, at an initial cost of 
almost $1,000,000 a year. 

The result might therefore be a gap 
between appropriations and revenues 
wlilch would total about $5,600,000—• 
the revenue predictable from eight mills 
of taxation on land and four mills on 
buildings based on 1954 assessments. 

The Coxmcil has the right to pass 
and the Mayor has the right to ap¬ 
prove such an increase in the mlllage, 
which would be a 25 percent rise in 
the real estate tax levy. We must con¬ 
sider what such an increase, or any 
major part of it, would do to the basic 
values of the community, and to our 
hopes for continued growth and de¬ 
velopment in the city, with all it 
means in employment, broader re- 
Bources, economic security, and—of di¬ 
rect concern to us—expanding tax base. 
We must thoughtfully judge the con¬ 
sequences of our choice. We have seen 
that the redevelopment of Pittsburgh 
has stimulated new values which have 
increased our assessments from a low 


of $961,462,404 in 1947 to an antici¬ 
pated base of $1,115,500,000 for 1954. 

If our economy were free of infla¬ 
tion, the rise in values would have 
made the city’s fiscal problems easy 
of solution. 

Our action should not be such as to 
destroy the prospects for continued 
gains. 

We must also keep in mind our ob¬ 
jective of increasing the opportunities 
for home ownership In Pittsburgh, and 
we would naturally keep in mind the 
clear expression of popular sentiment 
on real estate taxation as expressed In 
the referendum on school taxes held 
on October 6. 

It was in recognition of the problems 
of the water supply system, hut also in 
lecognition of the growing fiscal 
stringencies in city government, that we 
based the 1953 budget upon the pro¬ 
posed transfer of the water system to 
a municipal authority. As we well 
know, the proposal was shelved by the 
Authority itself because of the mount¬ 
ing interest rate and difficult bond, 
market brought about by the hard 
money policy of the National Admin¬ 
istration. This policy has since soft¬ 
ened with a favorable effect on the 
bond market, but the fluctuations in 
the nation’s credit course are not such 
as to make any reliance upon an ad¬ 
vantageous water transfer a sure and 
certain thing. 

In any event, the inflationary pres¬ 
sure since the authority proposal was 
first submitted to ,us by a citizens’ 
study commission has made even the 
most advantageous transfer somewhat 
less than the whole answer to the 
city’s problems. A transfer proposal 
would now have to be accompanied by 
some increase in millage, and perhaps 
some increase in water rates, to cover 
the city’s fiscal requirements over any 
long period of time, 

'The best laid plans of mice and men 
often go wrong, and it now appears 
that the water transfer, which under 
conditions existent in December, 1952, 
would have solved so many of our 
problems, has developed disadvantages 
which cannot be conscientiously ig-^ 
nored. 
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Circumstances therefore bring us to 
a consideration of possible revenue 
sources for the city other than the tax 
on real property. The city is already 
levying an amusenaent tax, a personal 
property tax, and a mercantile tax— 
all of which, like all taxes, have ad¬ 
mitted inequities. 

The only other substantial tax source 
permitted to the city under state legis-- 
lation would be a tax on earned in¬ 
come, with a ceiling of one per cent. 

The inequity in this tax is that it 
cannot be legally graduated according 
to amount of income, and that exemp¬ 
tions cannot be permitted. For this 
reason, I personally and many of our 
colleagues in the Democratic Party and 
in Council have opposed it over the 
years, although we did endorse it for 
county purposes in 1949. 

By defeating the proposal for a Con¬ 
stitutional Convention at the November 
election, the people of Pennsylvania 
have effectively ruled out any prospect 
of amendment of the state constitution 
to provide a graduated tax. 

Therefore, we must consider the 
earned income tax as it is, rather than 
as we might wish it to be. 

As it Is, it would be a tax on 
earned income, deducted by the em¬ 
ployer, and would affect non-residents 
as well as residents of the city. It 
would also be levied against the 
earned income of unincorporated busi¬ 
nesses, and professional men would of 
course be liable for the tax just as are 
employed persons. It would not be 
levied against pension payments, social 
security and relief grants, income from 
investments, and so on, since these 
things are not earned income as con¬ 
strued by the law. 

At one percent, it would yield an 
estimated return of between $9,000,000 
and $10,000,000 in a full year’s appli¬ 
cation. 

The legal decisions on the tax are 
very detailed and comprehensive since 
almost 300 Pennsylvania communities 
impose the tax. 

The yield from an earned income tax 
would obviously be sufficient to meet 
the city’s present budget problems, and 


would probably lead to a review of 
the whole municipal tax structure, with 
compensating changes In other taxes 
after some actual expsrience in collec¬ 
tion and returns. 

It might also permit a highly de¬ 
sirable program of pay-as-you-go im¬ 
provements in the city’s water supply 
and street systems. 

There is no escaping the fact, how- 
fever, that any addition to the tax bur¬ 
den of the people adds another ele¬ 
ment to the cost of living, and should 
be most reluctantly accepted by th^ 
officials with responsibility for im¬ 
posing .it as well as by those who must 
pay it from their own productivity. 

The Collector of Internal Revenue 
sends $2,000,000,000 a year from the 
Pittsburgh office to the National Treas¬ 
ury, and with such a tax weight im¬ 
posed from Washington for national 
purposes there is not too much left 
for local uses important to our daily 
lives as they surely are. 

The state then interposes its taxing 
power and draws into Its treasury more 
than $60,000,000 from Pittsburgh peo¬ 
ple—of which less than 10 percent 
comes back to the city and school dis¬ 
trict. 

We have not even been able to col¬ 
lect the $500,000 annually which the 

state is morally committed to pay in 
support of our program of public 

health. 

With the whole picture of taxation 
what it Is today, it becomes rather 
pointless to talk about “soaking the 

rich” or anybody else. 

We simply have to examine the city’s 
needs and determine the best course 
for its people and their future. 

Refinancing of debt can only be jus¬ 
tifiable if a new income source is 
around the corner. I cannot see it 
properly applied in the 1954 budget 
for the general reasons that no such 
revenue windfall is in prospect and 
that it would merely make our prob¬ 
lem worse in the immediate future 
and for the specific reason that the 
amount of maturing electoral bonds is 
insufficient to solve our fiscal problem, 
even if it were all refunded. 
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We must classify such suggestions, 
in our present circumstances as ill- 
informed or deceitful. 

We have every reason to insist on 
the tightest kind of economy and I 
would he the last to say that every 
city employee is one hundred percent 
efficient or that every city service is 
being performed at all times with com¬ 
plete satisfaction from the standpoint 
of cost as well as product. 

However, we have the cold fact to 
face that we cannot gain comprehensive 
savings in the budget without cutting 
our entire areas of service. It would, 
of coiuse, be possible for the city to 
fxist without libraries, or parks, or a 
tuberculosis hospital, but I don’t think 
it would he the kind of city we are 
trying to build in Pittsburgh. 

The most important economies we 
can make, as a rule, are those which 
initially cost us more money for mech¬ 
anization or improved equipment. 

For instance, we can dispose of ref¬ 
use more cheaply in sanitary fills than 
by incineration, and we should speed 
up our program to do so. 

As another example, electrification of 
pumping stations in the water supply 
system will produce more economical 
operation. 

But such economies obviously re¬ 
quire a substantial capital outlay at 
the very start. 

Nor should we automatically accept 
the addition of a full completment of 
191 policemen and 110 firemen to make 
up man hour losses without the fullpst 
review of manpower assignments In the 


two bvireaus. As an illustration, I am 
recommending in the budget the re¬ 
assignment of the mounted policemen 
to more productive, if less picturesque, 
police duty. In this regard, however, 
there is a point of risk beyond which 
we must not go. We must supply ade¬ 
quate police protection in our neigh¬ 
borhoods, traffic control on our streets, 
and fire protection throughout the city. 

We have a mutual task of great 
responsibility. 

As I know the Council of Pitts¬ 
burgh, the members will meet the task 
with wisdom and courage, and with 
full recognition of the best long-term 
interests of the city and its people. 

As Mayor, I will work with you as we 
have done in the past—in the spirit 
of cooperative effort which has led to 
so many good things for Pittsburgh. 

We have a trying and exacting prob¬ 
lem. I am sure that our solution will 
be sound, and will carry the city 
through this very troublous time. We 
have no easy choices. 

But Pittsburgh has not been built 
and now, in our times, is not being 
rebuilt the easy way.

The Chair: 

Members of Council: We have with 
us today a former member of this 
Body, Mr. Edward J. Leonard. I am 
sure we would be pleased to have a 
few remarks from him. 

Mr. Leonard. 

Mr. President: I am glad to be back 
with my old colleagues and friends. 
Since I was here last, I have had the 
opportunity of traveling throughout 
the Pacific. I was on a defense pro¬ 
gram with the American Secretary of 
Labor and visited Hawaii, the Fiji 
Islands and Guam and also had the 
opportunity of representing the Amer¬ 
ican Federation of Labor on the Labor 
Management Committee on the Nevada 
Atomic Energy grounds, and I have 
always said that I was able to do this 
because of the experience I received 
with you gentlemen over many years. 

I think it is one of the finest oppor¬ 
tunities that any man or woman could 
have who chooses to represent or¬ 
ganized labor. That experience gives 
one an opportunity to listen to both 
sides of a question, and I know that 
my experience here is of great assist¬ 
ance to me in serving as I am today. 

We are confronted with an awful lot 
of unemployment due to the change 
to three-dimension pictures. It is 
something like it was in 1928 when 
the change took place from silent pic¬ 
tures to talking pictures. There are 
more than 85,000 people employed in 
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the studios, hut today I do not think 
there are 40 percent employed. On the 
west coast I would say that 60% of 
the theatres are remodeling to take 
care of the moving picture industry, 
and the hopes are high that they will 
come back better than ever. 

Everywhere I go I carry the name of 
Pittsburgh and I am very proud to do 
it. Everywhere I am introduced, I 
am introduced as a former member of 
the Council of the City of Pittsburgh. 
Pennsylvania. Your program of re¬ 
juvenation of the City gets more pub¬ 
licity throughout the Country and even 
over in Honolulu the question was 
asked by Mayor Don Wilson, who hap¬ 
pens to be a friend of your Mayor here, 
all about the Pittsburgh Redevelopment 
Program. When you rim into anybody 
on the West Coast, that is always the 
first thing they ask about. 

They have qxiite a smog problem in 
Los Angeles that creates an eye irri¬ 
tation. They come to me and say “Why 
don’t you do what they did in Pitts¬ 
burgh?” And I say, “No thanks, there 
is no coal problem in Los Angeles.” 
In the East it is the soft coal in¬ 
dustry, but on the west coast they 
don’t know what soft coal is. They 
do not have half the problem in Los 
Angeles that you had in the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

Pittsburgh is right out in front and 
it is a good city to be able to say you 
are from—the great industrial city of 
Pittsburgh. 

One of the greatest things I miss is 
the friends I made here in Pittsburgh, 
particularly you members of Council, 
in which body I served fourteen years.

Mr. President: I think I should 
have an opportunity now to make a 
statement or two before the final 
passage of this bill. 

In Committee and right on through, 
I have voted No on Bill No. 3604, and 
I would like you to understand the 
reasons why I voted No. 

We have various means of raising 
revenue to conduct the business of 
the City of Pittsburgh. We can In¬ 
crease the millage on land and build¬ 
ings and the water rates. We can re- 




finance our outstanding peoples bonds 
and we can turn over our water sys¬ 
tem to an Authority. And, we have 
the earned income tax, commonly 
called the “Wage Tax.” 

I am voting No on this bill be¬ 
cause it will set the millage on real 
estate. I am opposed to the transfer 
of the water system to an Authority.

Mr. President and Members of Coim- 
cil: I arise to a point of personal 
privilege so that I may inform my 
fellow Councilmen and place in the 
record of the Council the facts in a 
situation that has arisen here in the 
last several days. 

It is well known to all of the citi¬ 
zens of our community that a num¬ 
ber of Unions that are affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor are 
striking at several department stores 
and some furniture stores in the City 
of Pittsburgh and Allegheny County 
and in some of the surrounding coun¬ 
ties. 

My son, Thomas L. Fagan, happens 
to be the President of Local Union 
249 of the Teamsters. It has a Vice 
President, a Secretary-Treasurer, a 
Board composed of several members 
and several Trustees and other offi¬ 
cers who are elected hy the rank and 
file of this organization.

The strike, which is now in progress, 
is due to the fact that their em¬ 
ployers have refused to discuss 
either hours, wages or working condi¬ 
tions or any of the elements that 
enter Into the service that they per¬ 
form for the department stores or the 
furniture stores or anybody else by 
whom they might be employed. There 
are members of the Carpenters* Union, 
members of the Electricians’ Union, 
members of the Cooks* and Waitreses’ 
Union and there are service workers 
and a number of other men and 
women who have decided that be¬ 
cause they could not get a contract 
they would cease work, which Is a 
constitutional guarantee of the Con¬ 
stitution of the United States, also 
of the great Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania, and aside from that there is 
a law called the Labor Relations Act, 
and there is also the State Labor 
Relations Act, better known as the 
McGinnis Law, which has been 
amended several times since it was 
enacted. 


And a majority of the votes of 
Council being in the affirmative, the 
resolutions passed finally. 


Apparently on the picket line, one 
Thomas L. Fagan was arrested and 
there has been a great hullabaloo 
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about it. You would think it was 
something out of the ordinary, be¬ 
cause some forty years ago his grand¬ 
father was arrested for being on the 
picket line of the Coal and Iron 
Police when the police were evicting 
a fellow by the name of Adamson, 
and my father, being a red-blooded 
American, rushed in and tried to tell 
the gentlemen who were carrying out 
the brutal act. 

Thomas L. Pagan's father has been 
taken into custody several times when 
I was fighting the iron police long 
before there was a Federal Relations 
Act either in the .Federal Government 
or In the State. 

I am happy to say there never has 
been a Fagan go to jail for larceny 
or stealing or anything of the kind, 
and when they went to jail they went 
because they wanted to make this a 
better place to live, work and play, 

Lt. Gerald B. Fagan paid the su¬ 
preme sacrifice, and Thomas was a 
great boy when he was over there 
saving life. He and his comrades were 
great guys then. Only last year, with¬ 
out solicitation, Thomas L. Fagan was 
chosen as one of the 100 promising 
citizens of the City of Pittsburgh, and 
to me, as his father, he is just as 
promising, as he was when he was 
with General Patch and when he went 
through the Siegfried Line and w£is 
decorated by his Government for the 
wonderful things that he did. 'That 
is the Thomas Fagan that is now be¬ 
ing castigated and scandalized and 
vlllified. 

I first heard of the situation that 
took place the other evening in Pitts¬ 
burgh—the shifting of or changing of 
Lieutenant Daniel Shussett—from a 
man by the name of Hood, who is a 
reporter for the Pittsburgh Press. I 
was in conference on Saturday morn¬ 
ing and they sent for me and asked 
me if I would come out and talk to 
Ur. Hood, I came out and he asked 
me if I had heard about the situation. 
That was the first time I heard any¬ 
thing had taken place. An hour or so ** 
later, I came out and met Charlie 
Prlne, of the Sun-Telegraph, and he 
asked me the same thing, and I gave 
him the same answer. The first thing. 


I knew, when I was asked by Mr. 
Hood, it came to me like thunder out 
of a clear sky. I knew nothing about 
it. I can say, without fear of suc¬ 
cessful contradiction that I never 
talked to the Mayor or never talked 
to his 'Secretary, Charlie McCarthy, or 
never talked to the Superintendent of 
Police nor his Assistant Superintendent 
or anybody else, and yet it would ap¬ 
pear as an editorial in the Monday 
morning's December 21st, 1953, Pitts¬ 
burgh Post-Gazette—“a funny coinci¬ 
dence.” I have never talked to any 
representative of the Pittsburgh Post- 
Gazette about this situation in any 
way, shape or form. On Saturday eve¬ 
ning, after listening to the Toledo- 
Duquesne Basketball game, at 11:00 
o’clock, I tuned in Station WJAS and 
heard Ken Hildebrand, their broad¬ 
caster, say that he (Fagan) denied 
that he had anything to do with the 
shifting of the Lieutenant. I didn’t 
have to deny it because I did not, in 
any way, shape or form talk to any¬ 
body about this Lieutenant or any 
other Lieutenant, because, as one 
member of Council, I can safely say, 
without fear of successful contradic¬ 
tion that I am not responsible and 
never have been responsible for the 
appointment or promotion of any Cap¬ 
tain, Inspector or any one else in the 
police department- After all, in the 
final analysis, the Mayor of the City 
of Pittsburgh, David L. Lawrence, is 
the administrator. We have the De¬ 
partment of Public Safety, and we 
have a Director and we have the Su¬ 
perintendent of Police and Assistant 
Superintendents of Police who look 
after the safety and health and welfare 
of the citizens of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

If I were guilty of anything I would 
be glad to admit it. My life is an 
open book—when I was Labor, the 
Government and now as a member of 
City Council. My life will stand the 
acid test any time, any place. When 
I have anything to say I have the 
courage, both morally and physically, 
thank God, to say it, whether it is on 
the street comer or in this Council 
Chamber or anywhere else. But I, as 
an American citizen, as a husband 
and as a father, do not like people 
hitting below the belt. If I had gone 
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in and talked to the Mayor I would 
be only too happy to admit it. My son, 
Tom, went to the Mayor and talked 
to him, and so did Melvin Humphreys. 
I talked to Tom just before I came in 
here, at 1945 Fifth avenue, but from 
the time he had been arrested until 
the time this story broke I had never 
had any discussion with Tom, with 
the Mayor or with anybody else con¬ 
nected with the situation. And I say, 
and say just as candidly as I know 
how, I think Tom is able to take 
care of himself. Like millions of other 
boys and girls and men and women, 
who went through World War II, he 
took care of himself. He has been 
through a lot of scraps since he came 
back from the War and he has had a 
lot of prominent citizens of the City 
of Pittsburgh say “Tommie,” that is 
what they call him, “is a fine man, 
and a gentleman.” 

No later than November 27th, 1953, 
the night they gave the banquet to 
David McDonald, International Presi¬ 
dent of the United Steel Workers of 
America, I happened to be at the 
Roosevelt Hotel. Prior to going to the 
banquet hall I was up in one of the 
rooms, I think it was 822, or some¬ 
thing like that, listening to the Notre- 
Dame-Southem California Football 
Game. Nick Unkovic, who is a mem¬ 
ber lOf a very important law firm— 
out of a clear sky, said, “You trained 
your son very well.” I said, “I don’t 
know whether I trained him or not— 

I tried to make a man out of him. 

I tried to show him the right way 
to live—to live morally right and to 
represent the people whom he has the 
honor to represent.” Unkovic said he 
was a gentleman, a fair fellow to deal 
with. I have had a lot of other people 
and business men of the City tell me 
what a fine boy he is, and naturally, 
as his father, I am proud of it. I am 
proud of him and all of my other 
sons, because they are men of honor, 
men of ability, and I do not want 
them to do anything that would in¬ 
jure the good name of their forbears, 
because there isn’t any doubt about 


it, for a long time, since back in the 
days of the Knights of Labor the 
family of “Fagan” has been doing 
everything in their power to make 
this country of ours a little better, 
and we are not interested in shorter 
hours, and more money and better 
working conditions but we are inter¬ 
ested in making it a better place in 
which to live and work. 

I am only trying to make it very 
clear here that I, in no way inter- 
ferred or discussed the matter with 
any representatives of the City gov¬ 
ernment, and I also want to make it 
very plain that in my political life 
whether in labor or in government— 
I want anybody to investigate and 
find out I have never in my life asked 
a public official to do anything wrong 
or show favor towards my organization 
or the men I had the honor to repre¬ 
sent. The only thing I ever asked 
and I am asking for it again, is a 
square deal for the members of or¬ 
ganized labor throughout the entire 
Nation. That is all they are entitled 
to and that is all any sensible man 
will ask for, and I am sure that is 
what my son has asked. 

I am sorry I have taken all this 
time, but I thought it was necessary 
to make it clear that I in no way, 
shape or form either knew or discussed 
with the Mayor or anybody else con¬ 
nected with his office or the Super¬ 
intendent of Police, and what was 
done was done without me knowing 
anything about it. 

Now, I am going to close by thank¬ 
ing the members of Council for listen¬ 
ing to what I have had to say with 
reference to this situation.

A N ORDINANCE — Authorizing the 
^ City of Pittsburgh to enter into a 
contract with the Urban Redevelop¬ 
ment Authority of Pittsburgh for the 
making of surveys ands plans and the 
rendering of certain technical advice 
and assistance by the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, acting through its Department 
of City Planning for the redevelop¬ 
ment of Redevelopment Area No. 3— 
Lower Hill District, and setting forth 
the terms of the contract between the 
parties. 

Whereas, on January 3, 1952, the 
Urban Redevelopment Authority of 
Pittsburgh entered into a Contract for 
Advance with the United States of 
America acting by and through the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency, 
pursuant to the terms of which the 
said Authority agreed, inter alia, to 
undertake the making of surveys and 
plans necessary for the redevelopment 
of Redevelopment Area No. 3—^Lower 
Hill District, located in the Third 
Ward of the City of Pittsburgh, and 


Whereas, The said Authority desires 
to engage the City of Pittsburgh to 
prepare certain plans and surveys and 
to render certain technical advice and 
assistance in connection with the 
aforementioned redevelopment under¬ 
taking and the City is willing to ren¬ 
der the services and to enter Into a 
formal contract upon the terms and 
conditions as set forth hereinafter. 

Now, Therefore, 

The Council of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh hereby enacts as follows: 

Section 1. That the Mayor and the 
Chairman of the City Planning Com¬ 
mission, acting on behalf of the De¬ 
partment of City Planning, be and 
they are hereby authorized and di¬ 
rected, on behalf of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh (hereinafter referred to as the 
“Contractor") to enter Into an agree¬ 
ment with the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority of Pittsburgh (hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as the “Local Public Agency") 
containing the following provisions: 

(1) Employment of Contractor. The 
Local Public Agency hereby engages the 












Contractor and the Contractor hereby 
agrees to perforin the professional serv¬ 
ices hereinafter set forth in connection 
with the surveys and plans of the 
Local Public Agency under the Con¬ 
tract for Advance. 

(2) Area Covered. The Contractor 
shall perforin all the necessary serv¬ 
ices provided under this Contract in 
connection with and respecting the fol¬ 
lowing area situate in the City of 
Pittsburgh and hereinafter referred to 
as the Redevelopment Area or Area: 

That area known as the Lower Hill 
Redevelopment Project, Redevelop¬ 
ment Area No. 3, which is bounded 
approximately as follows: 

Beginning at the intersection of 
Fifth avenue and Sixth avenue, 
thence northwesterly on Sixth avenue 
to Wylie avenue, thence easterly to 
Tunnel street, northerly on Tunnel 
street to intersection of Webster ave¬ 
nue and Bigelow boulevard, thence 
northeasterly on Bigelow boulevard a 
distance of approximately 2800 feet, 
thence southeasterly to Ridgway 
street, thence northeasterly on Ridg¬ 
way street approximately 125 feet, 
thence southeasterly on Manilla street 
to Bedford street, thence southwest¬ 
erly on Bedford street to Crawford 
street, thence southeasterly on Craw¬ 
ford street to Pride street, south on 
Pride street to Fifth avenue, thence 
west on Fifth avenue to place of 
beginning. 

(3) Scope of Services. The Contrac¬ 
tor shall do, perform and carry out, 
through the City Department of City 
Planning under the direction of the 
City Planning Commission, with the 
cooperation and assistance of the De¬ 
partment of Public Works, and of other 
Departments as may be necessary, in a 
satisfactory and proper manner, as de¬ 
termined by the Local Public Agency, 
the following: 

(a) Conduct investigations and 
surveys and make certain planning 
studies, maps and plans, cost and 
other estimates—the same being a 
continuing part of preparations for 
redevelopment of the area. Such 
work shall include re-examination 
and re-study of the preliminary plan 


of new street pattern and future 
land use which accompanied the City 
Planning Commission of the City of 
Pittsburgh’s certification of the Re¬ 
development Area, with respect to 
subordinate areas designated for par¬ 
ticular land uses as originally indi¬ 
cated and any other appropriate uses 
not then designated; and the pre¬ 
sentation by plan and map of a 
more fully developed redevelopment 
plan which can be accepted as physi¬ 
cally feasible, practicable with re¬ 
spect to general circulation of ve¬ 
hicles and pedestrians, appropriate 
in its required regrading for streets 
of suitable gradient and building 
sites for the various and alternative 
types of residential and other struc¬ 
tures, consistent and relatively eco¬ 
nomical with respect to subsurface 
utilities (whether new or replaced 
facilities or combination thereof) 
adaptable to efficient circulation of 
traffic and the routing of surface 
mass transportation units; provision 
for off-street automobile parking fa¬ 
cilities for both local use and interim 
overflow from the downtown business 
district; and in connection with the 
foregoing, such sketch studies, en¬ 
gineering data and topographic cross- 
sections and elevations, test borings 
to check on conditions for founda¬ 
tions and subsurface drainage; pro¬ 
posed prescription of building cov¬ 
erage and height and bulk for each 
block in relation to the use thereof, 
and in addition for the housing por¬ 
tion of the plan such proposed ranges 
of density of family occupancy for 
each block as are consistent with (1) 
alternative building types, (2) resi¬ 
dential zoning density standards con¬ 
tained in the regulations of the pro¬ 
posed zoning ordinance, and (3) the 
resultant numbers of families in re¬ 
lation to school and playground fa¬ 
cilities within or adjacent to the 
Redevelopment Area. 

(b) Consult with and advise the 
Local Public Agency and other con¬ 
tracting parties engaged thereby, in 
and during the conduct of special 
investigations, including (a) the 
making of a market analysis of the 
affected area as the same is pro¬ 
posed to toe redeveloped in accord- 
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ance with a redevelopment plan rec¬ 
ommended or to be recommended by 
the City Planning Commission, (b) 
the preparation of a study and re¬ 
port forecasting the probable re-use 
values of all the land within the 
area covered by the redevelopment 
plan whether the same are to be 
cleared or are to continue to be oc¬ 
cupied by existing buildings. Further, 
such counsel and advice shall be 
given by the Department of City 
Planning in the event that it is de¬ 
termined to prepare aerial mapping 
of topography of the redevelopment 
area in accordance with specifications 
of said Eiepartment, and (c) concur¬ 
rently and integrated with the fore¬ 
going, collaboration and mutual ad¬ 
justment thereof with pertinent as¬ 
pects of related investigations being 
conducted by the Local Public 
Agency through other agencies or 
firms with respect to the market 
analysis of the area and the re-use 
value appraisals as the latter may 
be concerned with various types and 
intensities of land use and building 
bulk. Also, collaboration and mutual 
adjustment with the judgments, ad¬ 
vice and suggestions, or other assist¬ 
ance made available by the City De¬ 
partments of Public Works, Health, 
and Parks and Recreation, and the 
Pittsburgh Board of Public Educa¬ 
tion, the Pittsburgh Housing Au¬ 
thority, the Pittsburgh Parking Au¬ 
thority, and representatives of in¬ 
stitutions of any type proposed to 
remain within the area or proposed 
to be newly located therein. 

(4) Dahl to be Furnished to Con¬ 
tractor. The Local Public Agency will 
provide for test borings to the extent 
that It deems desirable and necessary. 

(5) Personnel, (a) The Contractor 
represents that he has, or will secure 
at Its own expense, all personnel re¬ 
quired in performing the services un¬ 
der this Contract, Such personnel shall 
not be employees of or have any con- 
tractural relationship vdth the Local 
Public Agency, (b) All of the services 
required hereunder will be performed 
by the Contractor or under its super¬ 
vision and all personnel engaged in 
the work shall be fully qualified and | 
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shall be authorized or permitted under 
state and local law to perform such 
services, (c) None of the work or serv¬ 
ices covered by this Contract shall be 
sub-contracted without the prior writ¬ 
ten approval of the Local Public 
Agency. 

(6) Time of Performance. The serv¬ 
ices of the Contractor are to com¬ 
mence upon the execution of this Con¬ 
tract and shall be undertaken and 
completed in such sequence as to as¬ 
sure their expeditious completion in 
the light of the purposes of this Con¬ 
tract, but in any event all of the serv¬ 
ices required hereunder shall be com¬ 
pleted within six months from the date 
of the Contract. 

(7) Compensation. The Contractor 
shall be paid as compensation the 
salary and expenses incurred by it in 
connection with the performance of its 
duties under said Contract. The total 
amount of said salary expenses paid 
under the Contract shall not exceed 
the sum of $19,789.16. In addition to 
the salary expenses, the Contractor 
shall be reimbursed for all expenses 
incurred by it in connection with the 
performance of its duties under said 
Contract for the purchase of supplies, 
printing and similar expenses. The to¬ 
tal amount of said expenses shall not 
exceed the sum of $1,500.00. No monies 
shall be paid the Contractor for travel 
and subsistence expenses. 

(8) Method of Payment. The sala¬ 
ries paid by the Contractor to the 
classes of employees described in Ex¬ 
hibit “A” hereof, which shall consti¬ 
tute the entire compensation to be 
paid the Contractor under this Con¬ 
tract, shall be paid the Contractor in 
monthly installments one month after 
the commencement of the work upon 
receipt of a requisition for payment 
from the Contractor specifying the 
names of the persons employed by it 
in the position described in Exhibit 
“A” hereof, the number of hours em¬ 
ployed, the salaries paid such em¬ 
ployees and certifying that it has per¬ 
formed the work In conformance with 
this Contract and that said work is 
commensurate with the monthly pay¬ 
ment due it, The reimbursable ex- 
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penses incurred by the Contractor shall 
be paid it in like monthly installments 
in an amount representing the author¬ 
ized expenses incurred during the pre¬ 
ceding monthly period upon proper 
requisition with supporting vouchers 
therefor. 

(9) Termination ctf Contract for 
Cause. If, through any cause, the Con¬ 
tractor shall fail to fulfill in timely 
and proper manner his obligations un¬ 
der this Contract, or if the Contrac¬ 
tor shall violate any of the covenants, 
agreements or stipulations of this Con¬ 
tract, the Local Public Agency shall 
thereupon have the right to terminate 
thisContract by giving written notice 
to the Contractor ofl such termination 
and specifying the effective date there¬ 
of, at least five days before the effec¬ 
tive date of such termination. In such 
event, all finished or unfinished docu¬ 
ments, data, studies, and reports pre¬ 
pared by the Contractor imder this 
Contract shall, at the option of the 
Local Public Agency, become its prop¬ 
erty and the Contractor shall be en¬ 
titled to receive payment of costs al¬ 
ready incurred for any satisfactory 
work completed on such documents. 

Notwithstanding the above, the Con¬ 
tractor shall not toe relieved of lia¬ 
bility to the Local Public Agency for 
damages sustained by the Local Pub¬ 
lic Agency by virtue of any breach of 
the Contract by the Contractor and 
the Local Public Agency may withhold 
any payments to the Contractor for 
the purpose of set-off until such time 
as the exact amount of damages due 
the Local Public Agency from the Con¬ 
tractor is determined. 

(10) Delays. Any delays that may 
occur due to causes beyond the con¬ 
trol of the Contractor shall postpone 
the date for said definitive conclusion 
for a period equal to the aggregate 
time of such delays. Any such exten¬ 
sions of time shall be promptly recog¬ 
nized, in each instance, by exchange 
of memoranda toy the parties to this 
Contract. 

(11) Termination for Convenience of 
Local Public Agency. The Local Public 
Agency may terminate this Contract 
any time by a notice in writing from 


the Local Public Agency to the Con¬ 
tractor. If the Contract is terminated 
by the Local Public Agency as provided 
herein, the Contractor will be paid an 
amount which bears the same ratio to 
the total compensation as the services 
actually performed bear to the total 
services of the Contractor covered by 
this Contract, less payments of com¬ 
pensation previously made. Provided, 
however, that if less than sixty per 
cent of the services covered by this 
Contract have been performed upon 
the effective date of such termination, 
the Contractor shall be reimbursed (in 
addition to the above payment) for 
that portion of the actual out-of- 
pocket expenses (not otherwise reim¬ 
bursed under this Contract) incurred 
by the Contractor during the Contract 
period which are directly attributable 
to the uncompleted portion of the serv¬ 
ices covered by this Contract. If this 
Contract Is terminated due to the 
fault of the Contractor, Paragraph 9 
hereof relative to termination shall 
apply. 

(12) Changes. The Local Public 
Agency may, from time to time, re¬ 
quest changes in the scope of the 
services of the Contractor to be per¬ 
formed hereunder. Such changes, in¬ 
cluding any increase or decrease in 
the amount of the Contractor’s com¬ 
pensation, which are mutually agreed 
upon by and between the Local Public 
Agency and the Contractor, shall be in¬ 
corporated in written amendments to 
this Contract. 

(13) Prevailing Salaries and Hours of 
Work. Not less than the respective sal¬ 
aries prevailing in the locality as de¬ 
termined pursuant to the schedule at¬ 
tached hereto and made a part hereof 
entitled “Determinations of Prevailing 
Salaries for Architects, Technical Engi¬ 
neers, Draftsmen and Technicians un¬ 
der Section 109 of the Housing Act of 
1949,” and made in conformance with 
the Salary Ordinance of 1953 of the 
City of Pittsburgh, shall be paid to 
persons, in the event of their employ¬ 
ment, in the respective occupations 
listed therein, employed in the per¬ 
formance of work under this Contract. 
Time-and-a-half shall be paid to all 
architects, technical engineers, drafts- 
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men and technicians engaged In the 
work under this Contract, for hours 
worked in excess of eight hours in a 
day or forty hours in a week. In the 
event that the state or local laws 
should require overtime compensation 
in excess of the foregoing provision 
for any or all of the classes of em¬ 
ployees specified, whether on the basis 
of a shorter workday or week, higher 
premium pay or both, payment of such 
higher overtime compensation shall be 
made to such employees in accordance 
with such law in lieu of the time-and- 
a-half provision herein provided for. 
The Contractor shall furnish to the 
Local Agency with each statement sub¬ 
mitted for services rendered, certifica¬ 
tion as to compliance with the provi¬ 
sions of this paragraph with respect 
to his employees and shall furnish 
similar certification of his subcon¬ 
tractors with respect to their employees 
engaged on the work under his Con¬ 
tract. The provisions respecting over¬ 
time compensation herein set forth 
shall not apply to executive, super¬ 
visory and administrative employees. 

(14) Witliholding of Salaries. If, in 
the performance of this Contract, there 
is any underpayment of salaries, the 
Local Public Agency shall withhold 
from the Contractor out of payments 
due to it an amount sufficient to pay 
to employees underpaid the difference 
between the salaries required to be 
paid under the Contract and the sala¬ 
ries actually paid such employees for 
the total number of hours worked. 
The amounts withheld shall be dis¬ 
bursed by th^ Local Public Agency for 
and on account of the Contractor to 
the respective employees to whom they 
are due. 

(15) Xon-Disciimination. In the per¬ 
formance of this Contract there shall 
be no discrimination against any em¬ 
ployee or applicant for employment 
for the work covered hereby because of 
race, creed, color or national origin. 

(16) Interest of Members of Local 
Public Agency. No member of the Local 
Public Agency shall participate in*'any 
decision relating to this Contract which 
affects his personal Interests or the 
interests of any corporation, partner¬ 
ship or association in which he is di¬ 


rectly or indirectly interested; nor shall 
any member, officer, agent or employee 
of the Local Public Agency have any 
interest direct or indirect in this Con¬ 
tract or the proceeds thereof. 

(17) Assignability. The Contractor 
shall not assign or transfer any inter¬ 
est in this Contract, whether by assign¬ 
ment or novation, without the prior 
written approval of the Local Public 
Agency thereto; provided, however, that 
claims for money due or to become 
due the Contractor from the Local 
Public Agency under this Contract may 
be assigned to a bank, trust company 
or other financial institution without 
such approval. Notice of such assign¬ 
ment shall be furnished promptly to 
the Local Public Agency, 

(18) Interest to Contractor. The Con¬ 
tractor covenants that it presently has 
no interest and shall not acquire any 
interest direct or indirect in the above 
project area or areas or any parcels 
therein or any other Interest which 
would conflict in any manner or de¬ 
gree with the performance of his serv¬ 
ices hereunder. The Contractor further 
covenants that in the performance of 
this Contract no person having any 
such interest shall be employed. 

(19) Ownership of Reports. Copies 
of all reports, designs, drawings, and 
other technical data deevloped by the 
Contractor in relation to the project 
are to be given by the Contractor to 
the Local Public Agency and shall be¬ 
come its property, and the Local Pub¬ 
lic Agency shall have full right to use 
these instruments for any purpose 
whatsoever, without any claim on the 
part of the Contractor for additional 
compensation. 

(20) Officials Not to Benefit. No 
Member of or Delegate to the Congress 
of the United States of America, and 
no Resident Commissioner shall be ad* 
mitted to any share or part hereof or 
to any benefit to arise herefrom.

A N ORDINANCE—Supplementing Sec- 
tlon 2 and Section 3 of Ordinance 
No. 335, entitled, “An Ordinance regu¬ 
lating the use and operation of ve¬ 
hicles on the streets of the City of 
Pittsburgh and providing penalties for 
the violation thereof,” approved Oc¬ 
tober 3, 1922, as amended and supple¬ 
mented. 

The Council of the City of Pitts^ 
burgh hereby enacts as follows: 

Section 1. That Section 2 and Bsction 
3 of Ordinance No. 335, entitled, “An 
Ordinance regulating the use and op¬ 
eration of vehicles on the streets of 
the City of Pittsburgh and providing 


penalties for the violation thereof,” ap¬ 
proved October 3, 1922, as amended 

and supplemented, shall be and the 
same is hereby further supplemented 
by adding an additional paragraph (D) 
to Section 2 and also adding to various 
paragraphs of Section 2 and Section 
3 the following: 

Section 2. That paragraph (D) of 
Section 2 of said ordinance shall have 
the following heading: 

“(D) Upon the following streets or 
portions of streets, no driver of a 
vehicle shall permit it to remain 
standing for a longer time than is 
necessary to receive or discharge 
persons between the hours of 6:00 A. 
M. and 1:00 P. M. daily except Sun- 
day, nor shall a vehicle be permit¬ 
ted to stop during the period bet- 
tween 7:45 A. M. and 9:45 A. M. for 
a period in excess of twenty (20) 
minutes for the purpose of loading 
or unloading merchandise on the fol¬ 
lowing streets”: 

Both sides of Penn avenue between 
17th street and 23rd street. 

Both sides of Smallman street be¬ 
tween 17th street and 23rd street. 
Both sides of 17th street between 
Penn avenue and Pike street.

A N ORDINANCE—Granting unto the 
Duquesne Light Company, its suc¬ 
cessors or assigns, the right, privilege 
and authority to construct, maintain 
and use electrical conduits In and 
across West Park, North Side, in the 
Twenty-second Ward of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

The Council of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh hereby enacts as follows: 
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Section 1. That the Duquesne Light 
Company, its successors os assigns, 
hereinafter called the “Company,” are 
hereby given the right, privilege and 
authorty to construct, maintain and 
use, at their own cost and expense, 
two parallel underground electrical 
conduitconduits covered with a bitum- 
astic coating, and two manholes, to 
be located as hereinafter set forth, 
in and across park property in West 
Park, North Side, in the Twenty- 
second Ward of the City of Pittsburgh, 
along the followin,g described course: 

Beginning at a point on the easter¬ 
ly side of Brighton road approximate¬ 
ly 215 feet south of the southerly side 
of North avenue west, thence in a 
northeasterly direction to a point ap¬ 
proximately 170 feet east of the monu¬ 
ment in West Park and approximately 
120 feet south of the southerly side 
of North avenue westj thence in an 
easterly direction for a distance of 
approximately 300 feet; thence in a 
southeasterly direction to a manhole 
to. be constructed in the walkway area 
abutting on the northerly side of West 
Montgomery avenue at a point ap¬ 
proximately 50 feet west of the west¬ 
erly side of Arch street; thence In 
an easterly direction under the walk¬ 
way area abutting on the northerly 
side of West Montgomery avenue and 
East Montgomery avenue to a hanhole 
to be constructed in the walkway 
area of East Montgomery avenue op¬ 
posite the easterly property line of 
Hydro way; thence in an easterly di¬ 
rection a distance of approximately 80 
feet under the walkway area abutting 
on the northerly side of East Mont¬ 
gomery _ avenue. 

One manhole shall be constructed 
in the walkway area abutting on the 
northerly side of West Montgomery 
avenue at a point approximately 50 
feet west of the westerly side of Arch 
street. The other manhole shall be 
constructed in the walkway area abutt¬ 
ing on the northerly side of East Mont¬ 
gomery avenue opposite the easterly 
property line of Hydro way. 

Each conduit shall have an outside 
diameter of 8% inches, shall be .277

Section 2. The conduits and man¬ 
holes shall be constructed in ac¬ 
cordance with a provisions of this 
ordinance and in accordance with plans 
identified as Duquesne Light Com¬ 
pany Drawings No. A-4030-T18 to T2o, 
inclusive, on file in the office of the 
Department of Parks and Recreation 
of the City of Pittsburgh, and plana 
identified as Duquesne Light Com¬ 
pany Drawings No. A-4030-T1 to T39, 
inclusive, and T42, on file in the of¬ 
fice of the Department of Public WorlLs 
of the City of Pittsburgh. The con¬ 
struction, maintenance and use of the 
conduits and manholes shall at all 
times be subject to the supervision 
and approval of the Director of the 
Department of Parks and Recreation, 

Section 3. The Company, prior to 
the construction of the conduits, shall 
submit to the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Parks and Recreation a 
complete set of plans In triplicate, 
showing the exact location of the con¬ 
duits and manholes, the details of 
construction, restoration of the land 
to its original condition and repav¬ 
ing of walkway areas, and such other 
Information as the Director may re¬ 
quire. 

The Company shall not begin the 
construction of the conduits and man¬ 
holes authorized by this ordinance 
until the Director of the Department of 
Public Works has approved the afore¬ 
mentioned plans for the installation 
of conduits by the Company, of which 
the installation in West Park is a 
part, and until the Director of the 
Department of Parks and Recreation 
has approved the plans submitted In 
accordance with this section and has 
determined that the commencement of 
such construction will not interfere 
with the public use of West Park. 
During the construction the work shall 
be subject to the supervision and ap¬ 
proval of the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Parks and Recreation, and 
the Director may require that the 
Company schedule its work In such 
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manner as not to Interfere with the 
public use of West Park. 

Section 4. The Company, after any 
disturbance of the land as a result 
of construction, maintenance or use 
of the conduits or manholes, shall, at 
Its own cost and expense, restore the 
land to its original condition and pre¬ 
vent the settling of the land. The 
Company shall also repave or repair 
walkway areas and repair any sewers 
or other surface and subsurface prop¬ 
erty which may be In any way dam¬ 
aged as a result of the construction, 
maintenance or use of the conduits 
or manholes. All work shall be done 
in the manner and at such times as 
the Director of the Department of 
Parks and Recreation shall order, and 
shall be subject to his supervision and 
approval. 

Section 5. The Company shall as- 
svune any and all liability and shall 
save the City of Pittsburgh harmless 
from and against all damages to per¬ 
sons or property caused ‘by or arising 
out of the construction, maintenance 
or use of the conduits and manholes. 

It is a condition of this grant that 
the City of Pittsburgh assumes no , 
liability to either persons or property 
on account of the right, privilege and 
authority granted by this ordinance. 

Section 6. The rights and privileges 
granted by this ordinance shall be 
subordinate to the rights of the City 
cf Pittsburgh and its power over City 
parks, and shall be subject to the 
provisions of any ordinances which 
may be hereinafter enacted relating 
to the use of City parks. 

Section 7. The City of Pittsburgh 
shall at all times have the right and 
power, without the payment of any 
occupancy, rental or other charge, to 
place within the underground system 
constructed In West Park, and to use 
and operate therein, al Ithe wires, 
cables and other devices and apparatus 
necessary to or used by the City for 
fire alarm, traffic or police purposes, 
and at any time to replace, altar or 
repair such devices and apparatus. 

Section 8. The rights and privileges 
granted by this ordinance shall con¬ 


tinue in force and effect for a period 
of twenty (20) years from the effec¬ 
tive date of this ordinance, and from 
year to year thereafter; provided, how¬ 
ever, that the City of Pittsburgh re¬ 
serves the right at any time during 
or after said twenty (20) year period, 
without liability, to cause the removal 
or relocation of the conduits upon giv¬ 
ing to the Company at least six (6) 
months' written notice from the pro¬ 
per officers of the City, pursuant to 
an ordinance or resolution of Council. 

The Company, when so notified, shall, 
at or before the expiration of the six 
(6) month period, remove or relocate 
the conduits, and, at its own expense, 
restore the land to its original con¬ 
dition, and repair any other property 
belonging to the City damaged in the 
course of removal or relocation of the 
conduits, to the satisfaction of the 
Director of the Department of Parks 
and Recreation. A 

Section 9. The rights and privileg^es 
granted by this ordinance shall be¬ 
come null and void unless within 
thirty (30) days after its enactment 
by Council, and approval by the Mayor, 
the Company shall file with the Con¬ 
troller its duly executed certificate of 
acceptance of the ordinance. 

Section 10. The Company shall file 
a copy of this ordinance and its ac¬ 
ceptance thereof with the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Public Utility Commission 
promptly following the delivery of 
such acceptance to the Controller. The 
thirty-third day after such filing with 
the Pennsylvania Publicity Utility 
Commission shall be the effective date

therefor, and to pay claims for dam¬ 
ages and engineering, architectural and 
other expenses in connection there¬ 
with; to provide funds to pay the 
costs incident to the acquisition of 
land and the construction, reconstruc¬ 
tion, improvement and alteration of 
buildings, for the purchase and in¬ 
stallation of traffic equipment, for the 
installation of cables within the City 
of Pittsburgh; and to provide funds to 
pay the cost of improving, altering and 
acquiring various heavy machinery and 
automotive equipment for fire protec¬ 
tion and street maintenance purposes, 
and levying taxes to provide funds for 
the redemption of said bonds at ma¬ 
turity and the payment of interest and 
State taxes thereon.

Section 1. That general obligation 
bonds of the City of Pittsburgh be Is¬ 
sued in the aggregate principal amount 
of Three Million Six Hundred Thou¬ 
sand ($3,600,000.00) Dollars to provide 
funds to pay the cost of general pub¬ 
lic improvements within the City, in¬ 
cluding the opening, widening and im¬ 
provement of streets, resurfacing 
streets and park roadways, and the 
construction of sewers and sewage 
pumping stations, and the labor, ma¬ 
terials and supplies necessary there¬ 
for, and to pay claims for damages 
and engineering, architectural and

buildings, for the purchase and in¬

Said bonds shall be in 
the denomination of One Thousand 
Dollars ($1,000.00) each, shall be dated 
as of the first day of July, 1953, and 
shall be payable in twenty (20) equal 
installments of One Hundred Eighty 
Thousand Dollars ($180,000.00) each, 
one of which Installments shall mature 
on the first day of July in each of 
the years 1954 to 1973, inclusive.

cause such coupon and registered 


bonds to be printed or engraved and 
to issue the same in the name of 
the City of Pittsburgh, the expense 
thereof to be charged to the funds 
created by the sale of this issue of 
bonds. 

Registered bonds shall be registered 
with the City Treasurer and shall be 
re-registered only on the books of 
the City Treasurer. Both registered 
and coupon bonds shall be signed by 
the Mayor, countersigned by the City 
Controller and sealed with the cor¬ 
porate seal of the City of Pittsburgh. 
In case of the absence or disability of 
any such officials the bonds shall be 
signed by the City official authorized 
by law or by resolution of Council to 
act in his place.

Section 3. That said bonds shall be 
sold by the Mayor and the City Con¬ 
troller at not less than par and ac¬ 
crued interest to the highest responsi¬ 
ble bidder therefor after public notice 
by advertisement as may be required 
by law. 

That until said bonds, 
issued as herein provided, shall be 
fully paid there is hereby levied and 
assessed annually upon all subjects now 
by law liable, or hereafter to be made 
liable, to assessment for taxation for 
City purposes, an annual tax, com¬

Whereas, the City Controller has sub¬ 
mitted to Council a detailed statement 
under date of April 1, 1953, of the 

floating indebtedness of the City of 
Pittsburgh, in the sum of One Million 
Dollars ($1,000,000.00) over and above 
the funds on hand available for the 
liquidation thereof; and, 

Whereas, anticipated savings on inter¬ 
est payments render it advisable to 
issue bonds for the purpose of fund¬

estimated period of usefulness of the 
property acquired or the improvement 
made for which these general obliga¬ 
tion funding bonds are issued is here¬

Section 2. Said bonds shall be in

The grade of the southerly 
curb line shall begin at the easterly 
4-foot line of Eastchester street at an 
elevation of 1046.22 feet; thence shall 

rise by a concave parabolic curve, hav¬ 
ing an apex elevation of 1046.22 feet, 
for a distance of 40.0 feet to a point 
of tangent to an elevation of 1048.89 
feet; thence shall rise at the rate of 
13.39 per cent for a distance of 268.44 
feet to a point of curve to an eleva¬ 
tion of 1084.84 feet; thence by a con¬ 
vex parabolic curve for a distance of

Larkins way, from a line 
S36.41 feet east of South Twenty-eighth 
street to its easterly terminus, shall be 
and the same is hereby vacated. 

Section 2. This vacation is made 
subject to the City's sewers now con¬ 
structed in, under and across Larkins 
way between said points, and the City 
of Pittsburgh reserves the right and 
privilege to maintain, repair, construct 
and reconstruct the said sewers in, 
under and across the said portion of 
said vacated street, and for all afore¬ 
said purposes reserves the right and 
privilege to enter upon said Larkins 
way after the vacation.

The vacation of Larkins 
way, from a line 336.41 feet east of 
South Twenty-eighth street to its east¬ 
erly terminus, and the abandonment 
of the City's water line in Larkins 
way between said points, are made 
upon the following terms and condi¬ 
tions to be accepted by Jones and 
Laughlin Steel Corporation and the 
Monongahela Connecting Railroad Com¬ 
pany, for themselves, their successors 
and assigns, before said vacation and 
abandonment shall become effective: 

(a) Jones and Laughlin Steel Cor¬ 
poration and the Monongahela Con¬ 
necting Railroad Company, for them¬ 
selves, their successors and assigns, 
Bpecifically waive any claims for dam¬ 
ages by reason of the abandonment of 
said City water line on said vacated 
Larkins way between said points.

WITNESSETH: 

1. For and in consideration of the 
rent payments heretofore made and 
hereinafter provided, the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh does hereby lease unto the Uni¬ 
versity of Pittsburgh, for its use as a 
Graduate School of Public Health, all 
of the fourth, fifth and sixth floors, 
and half of the first and eighth floors 
of the Municipal Hospital for Contagi¬ 
ous Diseases, Terrace St., Fifth Ward, 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, for the term 
of five (5) years, unless sooner termi¬ 
nated as hereinafter provided, com¬ 
mencing on the first day of July, 1953. 

2. The University of Pittsburgh cove¬ 
nants and agrees to pay to the City 
of Pittsburgh the following sums as 
rent, to-wit: 

(a) The fixed sum of Four Thous¬ 
and Eight Hundred Ninety-one Dollars 
($4,891.00) for the half year of 1953, 


payable the first day of July, 1953, in 
advance, and the sum of Four Thous¬ 
and Eight Hundred Ninety-one Dollars

ond day of January and the second 
day of July of the years 1954, 1955,

thirty-six and twenty-three hundredths 
(36.23%) per cent of the actual gen¬ 
eral operating expenses during the pre¬ 
ceding six (6) months’ period of the 
entire hospital building and grounds, 
consisting of heat, light, insurance, 
elevator and other items of expense 
which are for the mutual benefit of 
the City and the University, but ex¬ 
cluding items of expenses allocable di¬ 
rectly to the space not occupied by 
the University. After the first day of 
January, 1955, and annually after the 
first day of each year thereafter during 
which the University occupies the prem¬ 
ises under this lease, and within thirty 
(30) days after the Director of Public 
Health has determined the amount due 
and has caused the University to be 
billed therefor, the University cove¬ 
nants and agrees to pay thirty-six and 
twenty-three hundredths (36.23%) per 
cent of the actual general operating 
expenses of the entire hospital build¬ 
ing and grounds, as above defined, 
during the preceding period of one (1) 
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year, or such part thereof as the prem¬ 
ises were actually occupied by the Uni¬ 
versity under this lease. The amounts 
to be paid by the University, as de¬ 
termined by the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Health, shall be 
based upon the actual costs during the 
period for which payment is to be 
made. 

3. The University will furnish jani¬ 
tor service and maintenance care for 
the space occupied by it under this 
lease, will keep the premises clean and 
in good order, and will guard against 
all hazards of fire or accident. 

The University agrees to indemnify 
and save harmless the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh from any and all damage or 
claim of damage arising from the con¬ 
dition of the leased premises or from 
any action of the University, its agents, 
servants or employees In and about the 
leased premises. 

4, It is further agreed that the 
University may at its own expense 
make capital Improvements, installa¬ 
tions and alterations of the leased por¬ 
tions of the building, provided that 
the University shall have the right to 
remove all such improvements, installa¬ 
tions and alterations, and shall restore 
the leased premises at the termination 
of this lease to such extent as the 
Director of Public Health of the City 
of Pittsburgh may determine to their 
original condition. 

5, The City of Pittsburgh will as¬ 
sume full responsibility for unusual 
repairs or renovations of an extraor¬ 
dinary nature. The University of Pitts¬ 
burgh will be liable only for ordinary 
maintenance of the leased premises as 
provided in paragraph 3 of this Agree¬ 
ment of Lease, and will be liable in 
full for any improvements, installations 
or alterations which it makes for its 
own purposes. 

6, In the event of the extraordinary 
incidence of epidemic disease, the par¬ 
ties agree that this lease will .in no 
way hamper the activities of the City 
of Pittsburgh in dealing with such 
emergency, and for such purpose the 
University of Pittsburgh will make the 


leased premises and facilities available 
to the City of Pittsburgh to the fullest 
extent possible. 

7. This lease may be terminated by 
the University of Pittsburgh at any 
time upon giving six (6) months’ no¬ 
tice to the City of Pittsburgh.

(hereinafter sometimes called the 
“Workhouse”), a Pennsylvania corpora¬ 
tion created by and existing under the 
provisions of the Act of Assembly of 
February 1, 1866, P. L. 8, as supple¬ 
mented and amended, with premises lo¬ 
cated adjacent to the Borough of Blaw- 
nox, 

WITNESSETH: 

Whereas, The City, the Mimicipalitles 
and the Workhouse have heretofore 
constructed certain sewers but do not 
have facilities for the treatment and 
disposal of sewage, and sewage enter¬ 
ing their sewers is being discharged 
without treatment into the rivers and 
streams; and 

Whereas, A number of municipalities 
adjacent to the City' have connected 
their sewers with the City’s sewerage 
system; and 

Whereas, There are many Jndustries 
in the Pittsburgh area which are dis¬ 
charging large quantities of industrial 
wastes without treatment either directly 
Into such rivers and streams or Indi¬ 
rectly through the sewers of the mu¬ 


nicipalities in which they are located; 
and 

Whereas, Such discharge of untreated 
sewage and industrial wastes has pol¬ 
luted the rivers and streams, and such 
pollution has made the rivers and 
streams undesirable as sources of pub¬ 
lic water supply and unsafe for bath¬ 
ing, boating and other recreational 
purposes; is detrimental to business 
and commercial interests in the Pitts¬ 
burgh area; and constitutes a serious 
menace to the health and safety of 
the inhabitants of the City, the Mu- 
' nicipalities, the Workhouse and such 
adjacent municipalities and industries; 
and 

Whereas, The Sanitary Water Board 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
(hereinafter sometimes called the 
“State Board”), acting to abate stream 
pollution, pursuant to authority con¬ 
ferred upon it by the Act of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly of Pennsylvania ap¬ 
proved June 22, 1937, P. L. 1987, as 
amended, ordered and directed sewered 
municipalities an waterfront corpora¬ 
tions in Pennsylvania, including the 
City, the Municipalities and the Work- 
house, 

(a) to discontinue the discharge of 
untreated sewage into the waters of 
the Commonwealth, and 

(b) to submit, either alone or 
jointly with any mutually interested 
municipality or municipalities, con¬ 
struction plans and specifications for 
the necessary sewers, pumping sta¬ 
tions and treatment works to collect 
and convey its sewage to a suitable 
site or sites and provide treatment 
thereof; and 

Whereas, The Sanitary Authority was 
organized by the County Commission¬ 
ers of Allegheny County to collect, 
transport, treat and dispose of the 
sewage and industrial wastes of all the 
municipalities in the County and thus 
enable them to comply with the orders 
of the State Board; and 

Whereas, After careful consideration 
of alternative projects the City selected 
one called Project Z, and pursuant to 
such decision executed an agreement 
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with the Sanitary Authority for the 
preparation of detailed construction 
plans and specifications for a Sewage 
Disposal System to serve at uniform 
rates an area comprising the City and 
all or portions of numerous adjacent 
municipalities, but excluding the Mu¬ 
nicipalities (except for parts of O’Hara 
and Penn) and the Workhouse, and 
agreed to advance to the Sanitary Au¬ 
thority, as a loan, the entire cost of 
such plans and specifications, estimated 
at Two Million ($2,000,000) Dollars; 
and 

Whereas, Except for a portion of 
O’Hara and a portion of Penn, which 
by separate Standard Municipal Agree¬ 
ments heretofore executed will be 
served by the Sewage Disposal System 
at Project Z rates, no arrangements 
have been made to treat and dispose of 
the sewage of the Municipalities or the 
Workhouse in compliance with the 
State Board’s orders; and 

Whereas, The City and the Sanitary 
Authority are willing that the Sewage 
Disposal System contemplated by Proj¬ 
ect Z be enlarged to provide sewage 
disposal facilities to serve the Mu¬ 
nicipalities and the Workhouse, if the 
Project Z rates will not be increased 
thereby and if the revenues derived 
from the Municipalities and their in¬ 
habitants and from the Workhouse, as 
provided in this Agreement, will pay 
for the added cost of serving them, 
including, without limitation, debt 
service on the Upper Allegheny bonds; 
and 

Whereas, The preparation of con¬ 
struction plans for an enlarged Sewage 
Disposal System will be unjustified, 
and the plans for the extra sewage 
collection facilities to serve the Mu¬ 
nicipalities and the Workhouse will be 
valueless, unless they or their residents 
become legally bound to accept and pay 
for sewage collection and treatment 
service from the time service can begin 
until such time as the revenue bonds 
to be issued for construction shall be 
fully retired; and 

Whereas, The securing of sewage 
service from the facilities of Project 
Z under the terms of this Agreement 
will result in much lower cost to the 


Municipalities and their residents and 
to the Workhouse than, would result 
from the construction and operation of 
separate or joint sewage disposal fa¬ 
cilities for themselves alone; and 

Whereas, The execution and perform¬ 
ance of the present Agreement by the 
Municipalities will benefit the Munici¬ 
palities and their residents and will 
constitute conpliance with the orders 
of the State Board. 

Now, Therefore, In consideration of 
the premises and the undertakings of 
each party to the others, the parties 
hereto, each intending to legally bind 
itself, its successors and its assigns, 
covenant and agree as follows: 

1. As used in this Agreement— 

a. The term “Project Z’’ shall mean 
the project contemplated by the City 
under its agreement of August 1, 1949, 
with the Sanitary Authority (of which 
agreement a copy has been furnished 
to each of the Municipalities and to 
the Workhouse), for the collection, 
treatment and disposal of the sewage 
of the City and certain adjacent mu¬ 
nicipalities by a single system at uni¬ 
form rates. 

b. The term “Standard Municipal 
Agreement” shall mean the tri-party 
agreement of December 1, 1949, for 
sewage service at uniform rates from 
Project Z executed severally in sub¬ 
stantially identical form by the City, 
the Sanitary Authority and each of 
sixty-one adjacent municipalities, of 
which agreement a copy has been fur¬ 
nished to each of the Municipalities 
and to the Workhouse. 

c. The term “Sewage Disposal Sys¬ 
tem” shall mean the sewage collection, 
transportation, treatment and disposal 
system contemplated by the Agreement 
of August 1, 1949, between the City 
and the Sanitary Authority and by the 
several Standard Municipal Agreements 
of December 1, 1949, with added treat¬ 
ment plant capacity to handle the 
maximum quantity of municipal sewage 
emanating from the enlarged service 
area as estimated for the year 196«, 
and with interceptor sewers within the 
original service area enlarged to accom- 
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modate the maximum foreseeable fu¬ 
ture quantity of such sewag3 (as es¬ 
timated for the year 2C0J). The general 
layout is shown on Exhibit A attached 
to and made a part of this Agreement. 

d. The term “Upper Allegheny Sys¬ 
tem” shall mean the sewage intercep¬ 
tion and transportation system re¬ 
quired to intercept the sewage of the 
Municipalities and the Workhouse and 
transport the same to a connection 
with the Sewage Disposal System at 
the eastern terminus of its Allegheny 
River interceptor sewer in the Borough 
of Aspinwall. The system shall consist 
of interceptor sewers, pumping stations, 
force mains, storm water control works, 
and appurtenant facilities, as shown 
generally on Exhibit B attached to and 
made a part of this Agreement. Such 
Upper Allegheny System shall include 
interceptor sewers of adequate capacity 
to accommodate the maximum foresee- 
abe future quantity of municipal sew¬ 
age of the Municipalities and the 
Workhouse (as estimated for the year 
2000 ). 

e. The “Sewage Agency” shall mean 
the agency, to be designated by the 
City pursuant to Paragraph 3 hereof, 
which will build and operate the Sew¬ 
age Disposal System and the Upper 
Allegheny System. 

f. The term “orignal service area” 
shall mean the area shown on the map 
marked Exhibit A attached to and 
made part of this Agreement (which 
Includes a portion of O'Hara and a 
portion of Penn), and additional areas 
entitled by agreement with the City 
and the Sanitary Authority or with the 
Sewage Agency to receive sewage serv¬ 
ice from the Sewage Disposal System 
at Project Z rates, 

g. The term “added service area” 
shall mean the entire service area of 
the Upper Allegheny System, compris¬ 
ing all three of the zones shown on 
Exhibit B attached to and made a 
part of this Agreement (encompassing 
B’awnox, the Workhouse and indicated 
portions of O’Hara, Verona and Penn), 
end any additions to any or all of 
such zones. 

h. The term “enlarged service area” 


shall mean the original service area 
plus the added service area. 

i. The term “Project Z bonds” shall 
mean the revenue bonds to bi issued 
by the Sewage Agency, the proceeds of 
which are used for constructing and 
putting into operation the Sewage Dis¬ 
posal System and for other purposes 
required under the several Standard 
Municipal Agreements, and all revenue 
bonds issued by the Sewage Agency 
to maintain, repair, improve, rebuild 
or extend the Sewage Disposal System. 

j. The term “Upper Allegheny bonds” 
shall mean the revenue bonds to be 
issued by the Sewage Agency, the pro¬ 
ceeds of which are used to construct 
and put into operation the Upper Alle¬ 
gheny System, which bonds may be 
secured by the provisions of a separate 
resolution or indenture and the pledge 
of the Upper Allegheny extra charges 
only or may be secured by the pro¬ 
visions of the same resolution or in¬ 
denture as the Project Z bonds and, 
ratably with the Project Z bonds, by 
the pledge of all the revenues of Project 
Z and the Upper Allegheny System, 
and all revenue bonds issued by the 
Sewage Agency to maintain, repair, im¬ 
prove, rebuild or extend the Upper 
Allegheny System, howsoever such bonds 
may be designated when Issued. 

k. The term “sewage service charges” 
shall mean the Sewage Agency’s charge.^ 
for sewage collection, treatment and dis¬ 
posal service (sometimes herein called 
“sewage service”), whether calculated 
under the Project Z rates or under any 
of the three Upper Allegheny zone 
rates, and whether payable by the Mu¬ 
nicipalities or by their inhabitants us¬ 
ing water in or on sewered premises 
therein. 

l, The term “Project Z rates” shall 
mean the schedule of uniform sewage 
service charges of the Sewage Agency 
applicable throughout the original serv¬ 
ice area of the Sewage Disposal Sys¬ 
tem. and comprising a portion of each 
of the several Upper Allegheny sched¬ 
ules of zone rates, based upon water 
usage in sewered premises (as set forth 
in Paragraph 14 hereof) and so calcu¬ 
lated as to yield In the aggregate dur¬ 
ing each month or quarter year the 


amount required in each such month 
or quarter year for paying all cur¬ 
rent administrative, operating, and 
maintenance expenses of the Sewage 
Agency in providing service within the 
original service area, and the interest 
on and the principal of all outstanding 
Project Z bonds and other Project Z 
obligations as the same become due 
and payable, and to create such re¬ 
serves for such purposes as may be 
required by any resolution authoriz¬ 
ing the issuance of such Project Z 
bonds or in any trust indenture secur¬ 
ing the same. 

m. The term “Zone 1” or “Upper 
Allegheny Zone 1” shall mean the area 
from which the sewage and wastes 
shall enter the Upper Allegheny inter¬ 
ceptor sewer at the existing Blawnox 
sewer outfall, at the Squaw Run pump¬ 
ing station, or at any intermediate 
connecting point along the said inter¬ 
ceptor sewer located on the right bank 
of the Allegheny River. The present 
approximate area of such Zone 1 is 
indicated generally on Exhibit B at¬ 
tached hereto. 

n. The term “Zone 2“ or “Upper 

Allegheny Zone 2” shall mean the 
area from which the sewage and wastes 
shall enter the said Upper Allegheny 
interceptor sewer located on the right 
bank of the Allegheny River at any 
point upstream from the existing Blaw¬ 
nox sewer outfall. The present approx¬ 
imate area of such Zone 2 is indicated 
generally on Exhibit B attached hereto. 

o. The term “Zone 3“ or “Upper 

Allegheny Zone 3’" shall mean the area 
from which the sewage and wastes shall 
enter the Upper Allegheny interceptor 
sewer system on the left bank of the 
Allegheny River, Including the sewage 

ejector station and the Verona pump¬ 
ing station. The present approximate 
area of such Zone 3 is indicated gen¬ 
erally on Exhibit B attached hereto. 

p. The term “Zone 1 extra charges” 

shall mean the extra sums, whether 

paid by water users as amounts added 
to the Project Z rates on their indi¬ 
vidual bills or paid in the aggregate 
by the affected Municipalities and by 
the Workhouse, which the Sewage 


Agency shall compute as being reason¬ 
ably required to yield, from all cus¬ 
tomers in Zone 1, Thirty-five and 
three-tenths Percent (35.3%) of the 
annual burden and coverage required 
for the Upper Allegheny System. Such 
annual burden and coverage shall con¬ 
sist of: 

(a) the cost of operating and main¬ 
taining the Upper Allegheny System, 
and all administrative and other ex¬ 
penses in connection therewith, 

(b) the interest on and the prin¬ 
cipal of all outstanding Upper Alle¬ 
gheny bonds and other Upper Alle¬ 
gheny obligations as the same become 
due and payable, and 

(c) such reserves for such pur¬ 
poses as may be required by any 
resolution authorizing the issuance 
of such Upper Allegheny bonds or 
in any trust indenture securing the 
same. 

q. The term “Zone 2 extra charges” 
shall mean the extra sums, whether 
paid by water users as amounts added 
to the Project Z rates on their individ¬ 
ual bills or paid in the aggregate by 
the affected Municipalities, which the 
Sewage Agency shall compute as being 
reasonably required to yield, from all 
customers in Zone 2, Nine and three- 
tenths Percent (9.3%) of the annual 
burden and coverage required for the 
Upper Allegheny System, as defined 
above in subparagraph p. 

r. The term “Zone 3 extra charges” 
shall mean the sums, whether paid by 
water users as amounts added to the 
Project Z rates on their Individual bills 
or paid in the aggregate by the af¬ 
fected Municipalities, which the Sewage 
Agency shall compute as being reason¬ 
ably required to yield, from all custo¬ 
mers in Zone 3, Fifty-five and four- 
tenths Percent (55.4%) of the annual 
burden and coverage required for the 
Upper Allegheny System, as defined 
above in subparagraph p. 

s. The term "Zone 1 rates” or “Up¬ 
per Allegheny Zone 1 rates” shall mean 
the Sewage Agency’s schedule of sew¬ 
age service charges comprising the Proj¬ 
ect Z rates plus the Zone 1 extra 
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charges (either totalled or shown sep¬ 
arately on the Sewage Agency's bills or 
tariffs, at the option of the Sewage 
Agency). 

t. The term “Zone 2 rates” or “Up¬ 
per Allegheny Zone 2 rates” shall mean 
the Sewage Agency’s schedule of sew¬ 
age service charges comprising the 
Project Z rates plijs the Zone 2 extra 
charges (either totalled or shown sep¬ 
arately on the Sewage Agency’s bills or 
tariffs, at the option of the Sewage 
Agency). 

u. The term “Zone 3 rates” or “Up¬ 
per Allegheny Zone 3 rates” shall mean 
the Sewage Agency’s schedule of sew¬ 
age service charges comprising the 
Project Z rates plus the Zone 3 extra 
charges (either totalled or shown sep¬ 
arately on the Sewage Agency’s bills or 
tariffs, at the option of the Sewage 
Agency). 

2. The City and the Sanitary Au¬ 
thority reaffirm their agreement of 
August 1, 1949, whereunder the City 
agrees to loan to the Sanitary Au¬ 
thority Two Million Dollars ($2,000,000) 
for the preparation of detailed con¬ 
struction plans and specifications for 
the Project Z Sewage Disposal System; 
and in consideration of the undertak¬ 
ings of the Municipalities and the 
Workhouse hereunder the City and the 
Sanitary Authority hereby agree to 
modify and extend the facilities to the 
end that the Municipalities and the 
Workhouse shall receive sewage serv¬ 
ice from Project Z and the Upper Al¬ 
legheny System, at the rates and under 
the conditions hereinafter set forth. 
The City and the Sanitary Authority 
each covenants with the Municipalities 
and the Workhouse to carry out its 
undertakings under said agreement of 
August 1, 1949, as thus amended to 
include the Municipalities and the 
Workhouse. 

In no event shall the rights of the 
Municipalities or of the Workhouse 
under this Agreement be greater than 
the rights of the Municipalities in the 
original service area under tlie several 
Standard Municipal Agreements exe¬ 
cuted by them. 

3. The City reserves the right, after 


the plans and specifications to be pre¬ 
pared by the Sanitary Authority shall 
have received the final approval of the 
State Board, to designate the agency 
which shall construct and operate the 
Sewage Disposal System and the Upper 
Allegheny System. Such Agency, herein 
referred to as the “Sewage Agency,” 
may be the City itself, the Sanitary 
Authority, a municipal Authority to be 
organized by the City, or any other 
agency having legal authority to con¬ 
struct and operate the 'Sewage Dis¬ 
posal System. 

The parties agree that the rights 
given under this Agreement to the 
Sewage Agency are primarily given to 
the Sanitary Authority, for the benefit 
of the City, and that the Sewage 
Agency designated by the City, if other 
than the Sanitary Authority, shall be 
the assignee of the Sanitary Authority’s 
rights. The Sanitary Authority agrees 
that the designation by the City of a 
Sewage Agency other than the Sanitary 
Authority shall constitute an assign¬ 
ment, by the Sanitary Authority to 
the Sewage Agency so designated by 
the City, of the 'Sanitary Authority’s 
rights as Sewage Agency under this 
Agreement. If the designated Sewage 
Agency is the City, such assignment 
shall become effective automatically. If 
it is neither the City nor the Sanitary 
Authority such assignment shall be¬ 
come effective upon formal acceptance 
of this Agreement by the designated 
Sewage Agency, The Sanitary Au¬ 
thority further covenants to execute 
promptly, upon request of the City, a 
formal assignment of such rights to 
such designated Sewage Agency, though 
such formal assignment is not neces¬ 
sary. The Municipalities and the Work- 
house recognize that performance of 
the duties imposed by this Agreement 
on the Sewage Agency will be sub¬ 
stantially the same whether done by 
the City itself, the Sanitary Authority, 
an authority to be organized for such 
purpose by the City, or any other law¬ 
ful agency, Inasmuch as the personnel 
of the Sewage Agency during the ex¬ 
tended life of this Agreement cannot 
be foreseen and would in any event 
not be selected by the Municipalities or 
the Workhouse and since the sewage 
service charges of the Sewage Agency, 






as more fully hereinafter set forth, 
are limited to yield only sufficient 
revenues to meet administrative and 
operating expenses and the debt re¬ 
quirements hereinafter set forth. The 
Municipalities and the Workhouse 
therefore hereby specifically assent to 
any such assignment, and covenant 
severally to perform all acts and dis¬ 
charge all duties and obligations re¬ 
quired of them under this Agreement, 
whether the Sewage Agency be the 
Sanitary Authority or any other agency 
designated by the City, 

The City covenants that within a 
reasonable time after receiving an or¬ 
der or orders from the State Board to 
construct the Sewage Disposal System 
and the Upper Allegheny System, fol¬ 
lowing final approval of the plans and 
specifications therefor, the City will 
by proper ordinance designate a suita¬ 
ble Sewage Agency to construct and 
operate the Sewage Disposal System 
and the Upper Allegheny System in 
accordance with this Agreement, Para¬ 
graphs 6—24 of this Agreement shall 
not be carried into effect until the City 
shall, by formal ordinance duly 
enacted, designate such Sewage Agency. 

4. The Municipalities and the Work- 
house understand that the undertak¬ 
ings, pursuant to this Agreement, of 
the Sanitary Authority to design and 
of the 'Sewage Agency to construct and 
operate the Upper Allegheny System 
are solely for the benefit of the Mu¬ 
nicipalities and the Workhouse, to en¬ 
able them to comply with the orders 
of the State Board and in discharg3 
of their legal duty to cease polluting 
the waters of the Commonwealth. The 
Municipalities and the Workhouse 
therefore agree to pay, in the manner 
hereinafter set forth, the cost of pre¬ 
paring detailed construction plans and 
specifications for the Upper Allegheny 
System and for design modifications 
of the Sewage Disposal System necessi¬ 
tated thereby, and to pay also, either 
alone or in conjunction with addi¬ 
tional municipalities and other water 
users who or which may hereafter be 
permitted to use the Upper Allegheny 
System, the full cost of the construc¬ 
tion, maintenance, operation, repair, 
reconstruction, improvement and ex¬ 


tension thereof. Separate books of ac¬ 
count shall be kept by the Sewags 
Agency showing in reasonable detail 
the items of cost or expense in con¬ 
nection with the Upper Allegheny Sys¬ 
tem, including those, relating to the 
Upper Allegheny bonds. 

5. It is agreed that the cost of pre¬ 
paring detailed construction plans and 
specifications for the Upper Allegheny 
System and for modifications of the 
Sewage Disposal VSystem necessitated 
thereby, is Twenty-seven Thousand 
Seven Hundred ($27,700.00) Dollars, 
which the Municipalities and th? 
Workhouse hereby covenant to pay to 
the Sanitary Authority as follows: 


By Blawnox -$ 6,200 

By the Workhouse. 2,000 

By O’Hara .. 3 5C0 

By Verona _13,000 

By Penn -- 3,000 


$27,700 

Half the above allocated sums shall 
be paid within sixty (60) days after 
the execution of this Agreement and 
the remainder not later than February 
1, . 1953. Prompt payment of all said 
sums is hereby made of the essence 
of this Agreement, and failure of any 
Municipality or of the Workhouse to 
pay its share of the installment of 
Thirteen Thousand Eight Hundred Fifty 
($13,850.00) Dollars before the expira¬ 
tion of said sixty (60) day period shall 
release the Sanitary Authority, the City 
and the Sewage Agency from any ob¬ 
ligation to provide sewage facilities for 
or sewage treatment service to the 
Municipalities or the Workhouse or to 
any of them and their respective in¬ 
habitants. Failure of any Municipality 
or of the Workhouse to pay its sharft 
of the balance of Thirteen Thousand 
Eight Hundred Fifty ($13,850.00) Dol¬ 
lars on or before February 1, 1953, 
shall have the same effect. 

6. The Sanitary Authority covenants 
with the City, the Municipalities and 
the Workhouse, and the City similarly 
covenants with the Municipalities and 
the Workhouse, that if it is designated 
by the City to be the Sewage Agency, 
it will well and truly perform all the 
acts and discharge all the dqties and 
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obligations imposed upon the Sewage 
Agency by this Agreement; and that if 
it Is not so designated, it will co¬ 
operate fully with the designated 
Sewage Agency and will assign to it, 
without charge, any rights and powers 
it may have in aid of the carrying 
out of the remaining provisions of 
this Agreement. 

7. The City covenants with the Mu¬ 
nicipalities that the same duties and 
obligations which are herein imposed 
upon the Muncipalities (except the pay¬ 
ment of the sums required under Para¬ 
graph 5 hereof and except the pay¬ 
ment of any sewage service charges in 
excess of the Project Z rates) will 
likewise be assumed and borne by the 
City. 

8. The S3wage Agency designated 
and qualified pursuant to the provi¬ 
sions of Paragraph 3 of this Agreement 
shall 

(a) promptly issue and sell Project | 
bonds, in sufficient amount to pay I 

(1) the cost of constructing the 

Sewage Disposal System and placing 
the same in operation, r • / 

(2) all loans and advances hereto¬ 
fore or hereafter made to the Sani¬ 
tary Authority by the City and ^ the 
Federal Works Administration, 

(3) all obligations incurred by the 
Sanitary Authority and ^by the Se¬ 
wage Agency which are repayable out 
of such bond proceeds, and 

(4) all other lawful requirements 
of the Sewage Agency in connection 
with the Sewage Disposal System, in¬ 
cluding, but without limitation, the 
cost of all lands, property, rights, 
easements and franchises acquired, 
financing charges, the cost of legal 
services, administrative expens3s and 
all other expenses neecssary or inci¬ 
dent to the construction of the Sew¬ 
age Disposal System and to the fi¬ 
nancing thereof; 

(b) upon receipt of the proceeds of 
such Project Z bonds, proceed prompt¬ 
ly and with due diligence in the con¬ 
struction of the Sewage Disposal Sys¬ 


tem, with the privilege of awarding 
all or portions of the actual construc¬ 
tion work under separate contracts to 
the lowest responsible bidder for each 
contract; 

(c) concurrently with or promptly 
after the issuance and sale of the Proj¬ 
ect Z bonds, and after approval by the 
State Board of the plans and specifi¬ 
cations for the Upper Allegheny Sys¬ 
tem, issue and sell Upper Allegheny 
bonds, either as a part of the Project 
Z issue or as a separate issue, at the 
option of the Sewage Agency, in suffi¬ 
cient amount to pay 

(1) the cost of constructing the 
Upper Allegheny System and placing 
the same In operation, and 

(2) all other lawful requirements 
in connection therewith, including, 
but without limitation, the cost of 
all lands, property, rights, easements 
and franchises acquired, financing 
charges, the cost of legal services, 
administrative expenses and all other 
expenses necessary or incident to the 
construction of the Upper Allegheny 
System and to the financing thereof; 

(d) upon receipt of the proceeds of 
such Upper Allegheny bonds, proceed 
promptly and with due diligence in 
the construction of the Upper Alle¬ 
gheny System, with the privilege of 
awarding all or portions of the actual 
construction work under separate con- 
tr'^cts to the lowest responsible bidder 
for each contract; 

(e) upon completion of the Sewage 
Disposal System and the Upper Alle¬ 
gheny System, intercept aU sewage and 
wastes of the Municipalities and the 
Workhouse which are discharged from 
any Municipal or Workhouse outfall 
sewer located along the Interceptor 
sewers of the Upper Allegheny System 
(subject to the provisions of Paragraph 
9 of this Agreement), transport such 
sewage and wastes to Its Project Z 
treatment plant, provide such treat¬ 
ment and disposal thereof as may be 
required by law, and operate the Sew¬ 
age Disposal System and the Upper 
Allegheny System in an efficient and 
economical manner; and 




(f) make such modifications of and 
additions to the Sewage Disposal Sys¬ 
tem and the Upper Allegheny System 
as may be necessary to enable the 
Municipalities and the Workhouse to 
comply with any future lawful orders 
of the State Board or any other State 
or Federal Agency in respect of the 
treatment and disposal of their sew¬ 
age and wastes which enter the Sew¬ 
age Agency’s interceptor sewers, and 
issue additional revenue bonds for such 
purpose or purposes; provided, however, 
that the Sewage Agency shall have the 
right to increase its Project Z rates 
and Upper Allegheny rates to such ex¬ 
tent as will yield the additional reve¬ 
nue needed to meet all bond require¬ 
ments and operating and other ex¬ 
penses incurred by the Sewage Agency 
in the design, construction, mainte¬ 
nance and operation of such modified 
or added facilities, and shall have the 
right to charge the aggregate thereof 
to the Municipalities and the Work- 
house under the provisions of Para¬ 
graph 18 hereof. 

The Sewage Agency shall have the 
right to enter upon and open such 
streets and public thoroughfares within 
the Municipalities and such vacant land 
owned by them, and to enter upon and 
open such land of the Workhouse, as 
may be necessary to install, construct, 
extend, repair and maintain the Upper 
Allegheny System or any part thereof; 
provided, however, that all pavements 
and underground structures disturbed 
in the course of such work shall be 
restored to substantially their original 
condition. No Municipal permit or li¬ 
cense shall be required for any such 
work, and the Municipalities and the 
Workhouse hereby waive all fees and 
charges in connection therewith. 

It is understood and agreed that the 
Sewage Agency shall indemnify and 
save the Municipalities and the Work- 
house harmless from all costs and ex¬ 
penses (except those provided for in 
this Agreement), liability, claims and 
demands of any sort arising out of 
the construction, extension, replace¬ 
ment, operation, maintenance, repair 
or possession by the Sewage Agency 
of the Upper Allegheny System and 
the Sewage Disposal System. 


9. Subject to the conditions herein¬ 
after set forth, provisions will be made, 
in the plans and specifications to be 
prepared by the Sanitary Authority, for 
the connection with the Upper Alle¬ 
gheny System Interceptor sewers 
(shown generally on Exhibit B hereof) 
of all of the Municipalities’ outfall 
sewers now in place therealong, and of 
the Workhouse’s existing outfall sewer, 
and such connections will be made by 
the Sewage Agency without cost to the 
Municipalities or the Workhouse. 

Every other outfall sewer now or 
hereafter used by any of the Mu¬ 
nicipalities or by the Workhouse shall 
be brought by them, respectively, to a 
point to be approved by the Sewage 
Agency (or, prior to the designation and 
qualification of the Sewage Agency, by 
the Sanitary Authority), in order that 
proper connection with the Sewage 
Agency’s interceptor sewer may be 
made. Each such connection shall be 
made in such manner as the Sewage 
Agency shall direct, and at the ex¬ 
pense of the Municipality or Munici¬ 
palities involved, or of the Work- 
house, as the case may be. 

Each of the Municipalities agrees to 
furnish to the Sanitary Authority at 
its own expense all data, including 
plans, with respect to the number, 
size and location of all outfall sewers 
used by it and, as to each such sewer, 
the Invert elevation at the outlet and 
the grade thereof for a distance of three 
hundred (300) feet back from the 
outlet thereof, and the Workhouse sim¬ 
ilarly agrees to furnish such infor¬ 
mation respecting its outfall sewer. If 
such data , is not made available 
promptly, the Sanitary Authority shall 
have the right to examine and ex¬ 
plore the sewer or sewers for the pur¬ 
pose of obtaining such data and shall 
charge the cost of such work to each 
Municipality involved, or to the Work- 
house, as the case may be. 

No existing or future outfall sewer 
into which flows a surface or sub¬ 
surface stream or the acid drainage of 
a coal mine shall be connected with 
the Sewage Agency’s interceptor sower. 
If any such outfall sewer is discovered 
by the Sanitary Authority, it shall no- 
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tify the affected Municipality or Mu¬ 
nicipalities (or the Workhouse) there¬ 
of in writing, and if such condition is 
not promptly remedied, no provision 
shall be made in the plans and speci¬ 
fications for the connection of such 
outfall sewer with the Upper Allegheny 
System. If any such condition oc¬ 
curs or is discovered after a connection 
has been made, and if the Workhouse 
or the affected Municipality or Mu¬ 
nicipalities do not divert and exclude 
such stream or acid drainage promptly 
after receiving written notice from the 
Sewage Agency to do so, the Sewage 
Agency shall have the right either to 
disconnect such outfall sewer from the 
Upper Allegheny System or to construct 
the necessary facilities to divert and 
exclude such stream or acid drainage 
and to charge the cost thereof to each 
Municipality involved or to the Work- 
house, as the case may be. The Mu¬ 
nicipalities and the Workhouse hereby 
agree to pay such cost in such event. 

10. The City and the Sanitary Au¬ 
thority reserve the right, prior to the 
designation of the Sewage Agency, and 
the City and the Sewage Agency shall 
have the right thereafter, subject to 
the approval of the State Board but 
without consulting or notifying the 
Municipalities or the Workhouse, to 
permit additional municipalities which 
are partially or entirely outside the 
enlarged service area to pump or drain 
additional sewage or wastes from terri¬ 
tory outside such enlarged service area 
Into the Sewage Disposal System and 
into the Upper Allegheny System for 
treatment and disposal by the Sewage 
Agency; provided, however, that no 
such permission shall be given unless 
an agreement similar to the Standard 
Municipal Agreement—or, if the sewage 
or wastes enter the Upper Allegheny 
System or any similar extra-rate sys¬ 
tem, unless an agreement similar to 
the present Agreement—shall be exe¬ 
cuted with the affected municipality or 
municipalities. 

The City and the Sanitary Authority, 
or the City and the Sewage Agency, 
as the case may be, also reserve the 
similar right to enter into agreements 
with private or public firms or corpora¬ 


tions within and without the enlarged 
service area for the treatment and dis¬ 
posal of their sewage and wastes which 
do not enter a municipal sewer; pro¬ 
vided, however, that the service charges 
shall be at least as high as the Proj¬ 
ect Z rates or, if any such customer’s 
wastes enter the Upper Allegheny Sys¬ 
tem, at least as high as the applicable 
Upper Allegheny zone rates currently 
in effect. 

11. The Municipalities and the 
Workhouse covenant and agree that 
the Sewage Agency shall be the sole 
and exclusive agency, during the en¬ 
tire life of this Agreement, to provide 
sewage treatment and disposal service 
to the territory of the Municipalities 
lying within the service area of the 
Upper Allegheny System (and to all 
their water users therein who or which 
discharge sewage or wastes into the 
Municipalities' sewerage systems) and 
to the Workhouse, and that they will 
not authorize or permit any other 
agency, public or private, to do so in 
competition with or in substitution for 
the Sewage Agency. The Municipali¬ 
ties hereby permit and authorize the 
Sewage Agency to impose upon and 
collect from all such water users its 
prevailing Upper Allegheny zone rates 
(or, in the event of the contingency 
set forth in Paragraph 18 hereof, its 
prevailing Project Z rates) for sewage 
service, and covenant to perform all 
the acts and discharge all the duties 
and obligations imposed upon them by 
this Agreement. The Municipalities 
further covenant that they will not 
themselves engage in the business of 
providing sewage treatment and dis¬ 
posal service to such water users. 

12. For intercepting, transporting, 
treating and disposing of the sewage 
and wastes emanating from the added 
service area the Sewage Agency shall 
impose and collect sewage service 
charges under three schedules of zone 
rates, to be known as Upper Allegheny 
Zone 1 rates, Upper Allegheny Zone 2 
rates and Upper Allegheny Zone 3 rates, 
applicable within Upper Allegheny Zones 
1, 2 and 3 respectively, as such terms 
are defined in Paragraph 1 of this 
Agreement. Such rates shall become 





effective immediately after the Sewage 
Disposal System and Upper Allegheny 
System have been completed and put 
in operation and shall continue in 
effect during the remainder of the 
term of this Agreement, subject to the 
Provisions hereinafter set forth. 

; 13. For sewage service to the present 
premises of the Workhouse and to all 
existing and future structures thereon, 
the Workhouse covenants to pay 
prpmply to the Sewage Agency the 
Upper Allegheny Zone 1 rates, which 
shall be applied: (a) to the quantity 
of, water used in or on such premises, 
less credits for water, separately me¬ 
tered, which does not enter a Work- 
house sewer; or, if the Sewage Agency’s 
requirements for measuring such water 
quantity are not met, (b) to the 
quantity of sewage discharged from 
such premises into the Upper Allegheny 
interceptor. It shall be the obligation 
of the Workhouse to install and keep 
in good operating condition meters or 
other measuring devices satisfactory to 
'the Sewage Agency, to measure such 
water or sewage. The billing period niay 
be a month, a quarter year, a half 
year or a year, at the option *of the 
Sewage Agency. The Workhouse shall 
promptly notify the Sewage Agency of 
the quantity of water used or of sew¬ 
age discharged during the preceding 
billing period, and the Sewage Agency 
shall have the right to read and in¬ 
spect such meters or other measuring 
devices for the purpose of determining 
or verifying such quantities. If for any 
reason the Sewage Agency shall fail to 
obtain or receive such information it 
shall have the right to estimate the 
quantity of • water used or of sewage 
discharged and to calculate its charges 
upon such estimated quantity. 

. At least sixty (60) days before the 
beginning of each Workhouse fiscal 
year, the Sewage Agency shall provide 
the Workhouse with a written estimate 
of the total charges for sewage serv¬ 
ice which the Workhouse will probably 
be required to pay to the Sewage 
Agency during the ensuing fiscal year. 
The Workhouse covenants to provide 
annually in its budget for obtaining 
the necessary funds which, together 
with unused funds remaining from 


prior years, will be at least 120% of 
such estimated amount to become due 
under this Agreement during such year, 
plus unpaid balances of prior years, 
Such sum shall be set aside by the 
Woikhouse in a special account to be 
designated “Sewage Agency Fund,” the 
moneys in which shall be used by the 
Workhouse to meet its obligations un¬ 
der this Agreement and shall not be 
used for any other purpose whatever. 

Paragraphs 14 to 22, inclusive, of 
this Agreement shall not apply to the 
Workhouse. 

14. The Sewage Agency shall, for the 
services and facilities furnished or to 
be furnished by it, impose upon and 
collect from the owner, tenant or oc¬ 
cupant of each lot or parcel of land 
within the several Municipalities from 
which sewage or wastes enter a Mu¬ 
nicipal sewer and therethrough reach 
the Upper Allegheny System and thence 
the Sewage Disposal System (herein¬ 
after sometimes called a “user” or 
“water user”), the Sewage Agency’s 
applicable Upper Allegheny zone rates, 
which shall be based or computed 
upon the quantity of water used in or 
upon such lot or parcel as determined 
by gauging or metering or otherwise. 

Each of the Sewage Agency’s several 
schedules of Upper Allegheny zone 
rates shall be uniform throughout the 
applicable zone served by the Upper 
Allegheny System. Each schedule shall 
impose reasonable minimum charges, 
may include such block rates for me¬ 
tered water users and such charges for 
flat-rate water users as the Sewage 
Agency shall determine, and shall pro¬ 
vide reasonable surcharges for com¬ 
mercial and industrial ■ wastes which 
impose an extraordinary burden on the 
Sewage Disposal System. The schedules 
shall be adjusted from time to time in 
such manner as the Sewage Agency 
shall deem necessary or proper to in¬ 
sure the collection of adequate reve¬ 
nues to meet the financial requiremtnts 
herein set forth. 

In case any water user is not the 
owner of the premises in or on which 
the water is used, the Sewage Agency 
may also impose such sewage sen1:c 
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charges upon and demand payment 
thereof from the owner of such prem¬ 
ises, so that if payment is not made 
promptly, a lien therefor against the 
premises served may be filed by the 
Municipality in which such premises 
are located, as assignee of the Sewage 
Agency delinquent accounts, as pro¬ 
vided in Paragraph 19 of this Agree¬ 
ment. 

15. Each of the Municipalities cov¬ 
enants that during such time as sew¬ 
age service charges of the Sewage 
Agency are in effect it will not impose 
upor any person, firm or corporation, 
or upon any property, any rental, rate 
or charge whatever for the use of or 
for the privilege of using any Munici¬ 
pal sewer connected with the Upper 
Allegheny System, to the end that no 
person, firm or corporation shall be 
subject to both the Sewage Agency’s 
service rates, as herein provided, and a 
Municipal sewer rental, rate or charge 
of any kind whatever excepting general 
real estate taxes, sewer connection and 
street opening permit or license fees, 
and special assessments imposed ac¬ 
cording to law upon property benefited 
by the construction of additional sew¬ 
ers, and excepting charges imposed on 
other municipalities for the joint use, 
maintenance or repair of a Munici¬ 
pality’s sewer or sewers. 

The provisions of this Paragraph 
shall not apply so long as the optional 
method of payment provided for in 
Paragraph 20 of this Agreement is In 
effect. 

16. All Sewage Agency bills for sew¬ 
age service shall be computed on the 
basis of the quantity of water used, 
whether measured by meter or by flat 
2 ’ate or otherwise, and whether the 
water is furnished by a Municipal 
waterworks system or secured from 
any other source. 

The bills to be paid by each water 
user within the Municipalities shall be 
computed, subject to the provisions of 
Paragraph 18 hereof, as follows: 

(a) Metered water customers—by ap¬ 
plying the Sewage Agency's applicable 
schedule of Upper Allegheny zone rates 
then in effect to the quantity of water | 


delivered to each water customer dur¬ 
ing the preceding quarter year or other 
meter period, as measured by the most 
recent water meter reading: 

(b) ,Flat-rate water customers—by 
applying the percentage set forth in 
the Sewage Agency's applicable sched¬ 
ule of Upper Allegheny zone rates then 
in effect to the flat-rate water bill; 

(c) Users of water taken from a 
private water source or public stream 
—^by applying the Sewage Agency’s ap¬ 
plicable schedule of Upper Allegheny 
zone rates then in effect to the quan¬ 
tity of water used as estimated by the 
Sew'age Agency; provided, however, that 
if any such water user shall at his or 
its own expense install and maintain 
in good operating condition a meter or 
other measuring device of a type ap¬ 
proved by the Sewage Agency, the 
amount payable by such water user 
shall be based upon the quantity of 
water used as so measured. 

If the Municipality or other water 
supplying agency does not make availa¬ 
ble promptly to the Sewage Agency 
the necessary data for computing the 
sewage service bills of any water user, 
such water user shall be deemed to be 
a flat-rate water customer, and the 
sewage service bill for such water user 
shall be calculated in the same man¬ 
ner as for flat-rate customers, based 
upon the estimated flat-rate water bill 
such customer would have to pay. 

There shall be no free services ren¬ 
dered by the Sewage Disposal System 
or by the Upper Allegheny System, and 
the Municipalities (or any department, 
agency or instrumentality thereof) and 
all public corporations, all charitable 
or non-profit institutions and all school 
districts and other political sub-dlvl- 
sions shall pay for the use of the serv¬ 
ices and facilities thereof in accordance 
with the Sewage Agency’s applicable 
established schedule of rates. 

If any substantial portion of the 
water used regularly on any lot or 
parcel of land does not enter the Mu¬ 
nicipality’s sewerage system, the owner, 
tenant or occupant of such lot or 
parcel may secure a reduction In the 
amount of the sewage service charges 
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to <be paid by him, subject to the es¬ 
tablished minimum charges, by install¬ 
ing, at his own expense and subject to 
such regulations as may be prescribed 
by the Sewage Agency, a separate meter 
or other measuring device approved by 
the Sewage Agency for measuring the 
water so used, in which event the 
quantity of water so used shall there¬ 
after be excluded in computing the 
sewage service charges to be paid by 
the owner, tenant or occupant of such 
lot or parcel. 

In cases where the character of sew¬ 
age or Industrial wastes from any com¬ 
mercial, manufacturing or industrial 
plant, building or premises is such that 
it imposes a burden upon the Sewage 
Disposal System or the Upper Alle¬ 
gheny System in addition to the bur¬ 
den imposed by the average sewage, 
such surcharge shall be made therefor 
as the Sewage Agency shall deem to be 
fair and equitable to meet the addi¬ 
tional cost of collecting, transporting, 
treating and disposing of such sewage 
or wastes; or the Sewage Agency may, 
it it deems it advisable, require the 
owner, tenant or occupant of such 
commercial, manufacturing or indus¬ 
trial plant, building or premises to 
pretreat such sewage or wastes in such 
manner as shall be specified by the 
Sewage Agency before discharging such 
sewage or wastes into the Municipality's 
sewerage system. 

17. In Order to enable the Sewage 
Agency to compute its sewage service 
charges based thereon, as provided in 
Paragraph 16 hereof, each of the Mu¬ 
nicipalities, if it operates its own 
waterworks system, shall furnish to the 
Sewage Agency, not later than the 15th 
day of the month following the month 
during which water bills are issued, a 
list or lists of all water meter readings 
and flat-rate water bills Issued during 
the preceding calendar month together 
with the basis for each flat-rate water 
user’s water bill, and shall Include 
therein the meter readings of meters 
Installed by water users taking water 
from a private water source or public 
stream. The Sewage Agency will request 
similar information from the private 
water company, municipal authority or 
other agency supplying water to any 


water users within the Municipalities. 
If by reason of failure to obtain such 
data promptly the Sewage Agency is 
compelled to treat any water users as 
though they were flat-rate water cus¬ 
tomers, as further provided above in 
the said Paragraph 16, and in so doing 
is obliged to survey the premises of 
each such water user for the purpose 
of determining his or its flat-rate 
water status, the cost incurred by the 
Sewage Agency in making such survey 
or surveys shall be repaid to it toy 
the Municipality in which such prem¬ 
ises are located. 

18. It is the intent of the parties 
to this Agreement that the extension 
to the Municipalities and the Work- 
house of the privilege of receiving sew¬ 
age service from Project Z shall in no 
event increase the sewage rates payable 
hy water users within the original 
service area of the Sewage Disposal 
System. The imposition of the several 
Upper Allegheny schedules of zone 
rates upon individual water users as a 
means of collecting all costs and ex¬ 
penses relating to the Upper Allegheny 
System is resorted to for the con¬ 
venience and at the request of the 
Municipalities. If, therefore, a court of 
competent jurisdiction shall determine 
that the Sewage Agency may not 
legally impose upon and collect from 
Ijidividual water users within the Mu¬ 
nicipalities higher sewage service rates 
than those payable by water users 
within the original service area of the 
Sewage Disposal System, then, in such 
event, the Project Z rates shall apply 
to Individual water users throughout 
the enlarged service area, and the extra 
charges which would have been added 
thereto and included in the several 
Upper Allegheny zone rates in billing 
water users served by the Upper Alle¬ 
gheny System shall Instead he totalled 
for each Municipality (and each other 
municipality, if any, using the Upper 
Allegheny System) and billed to the 
affected Municipality (or other mu¬ 
nicipality). In consideration of the serv* 
ices furnished by the Sewage Agency 
In constructing and operating the Up- 
Ijer Allegheny System and thus dis¬ 
charging the Municipalities’ legal duty 
to cease polluting the streams of the 
Commonwealth, each of the Munlcl- 
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palities hereby covenants to pay such 
aggravated extra charges, and to pro¬ 
vide for the payment thereof out of its 
current revenues, as provided in Para¬ 
graph 22 hereof, to the end that the 
Sewage Agency shall receive the Project 
Z rates plus the annual burden and 
coverage required for the Upper Alle¬ 
gheny System as hereinabove defined 
in subparagraph p of Paragraph 1. 

19. The several schedules of sew¬ 
age service rates to be imposed upon 
and collected from individual water 
users by the Sewage Agency during any 
year shall be so calculated and ad¬ 
justed as to provide revenues which 
will be sufficient to meet all obliga¬ 
tions required under this and other 
Agreements to be paid with the pro¬ 
ceeds thereof during such year. It is 
understood by the Municipalities that 
not all bills for sewage service will 
be paid promptly, and that some of 
such bills in an indeterminate amount 
will become delinquent each year. In 
consideration of the services rendered 
by the Sewage Agency to the Munici¬ 
palities under the provisions of this 
Agreement, which will effect compli¬ 
ance by the Municipalities with the 
duty imposed upon them by law to 
cease the pollution of the waters of 
the Commonwealth, and in further con¬ 
sideration of the assignment to them 
of the delinquent accounts, as herein¬ 
after provided, each Municipality cov¬ 
enants to pay to the Sewage Agency, 
cut of Its current revenues as herein¬ 
after provided, the face amount of the 
delinquent accounts of all water users 
within such Municipality. 

If any water user shall fail to pay 
the sewage service charges of the Sew¬ 
age Agency within sixty (60) days after 
the due date of the bill therefor, the 
accoimt of such water use shall be 
deemed delinquent. The Sewage Agency 
shall prepare and submit to each of 
the Municipalities, on or before Jan¬ 
uary 1, April 1, July 1, and October 
1 of each year, a list of all delin¬ 
quent accounts applicable to^ it, show¬ 
ing the face ammmt of each accoimt, 
the penalty thereon, and the interest 
accrued. Each of the Municipalities 
shall, within sixty (60) days after the 
flirnishin^ of such list, pay to the 


Sewage Agency the face amount of all 
such delinquent accounts. Upon receipt 
of such amount from the Mxmcipality, 
the Sewage Agency shall promptly as¬ 
sign to such Municipality all such 
accounts, for the sole use and benefit 
of the Municipality. 

The Sewage Agency agrees that the 
Municipalities shall have the right to 
pursue and enforce any and all reme¬ 
dies now available or hereafter to be¬ 
come available to them, to compel pay¬ 
ment by any delinquent water user of 
the sewage service charges, together 
with penalties, interest and costs, 
which may be due and owing by him 
or it. 

20. Each of the Municipalities shall 
have the option of paying the aggre¬ 
gate amount of all sewage service 
charges which, under Paragraphs 14- 
19 of this Agreement, would be pay¬ 
able by its water users, in considera¬ 
tion of the performance by the Sew¬ 
age Agency of such Municipality’s legal 
duty to cease the pollution of the 
waters of the Commonwealth. In such 
event, the individual charges of each 
water user shall be computed in the 
same manner as hereinbefore set forth, 
but instead of sending individual bills 
to all water users, all such individual 
bills shall be totaled for each Mu¬ 
nicipality and the aggregate amoimt 
thereof shall be billed quarterly to 
the Municipality. Each of the Munici¬ 
palities covenants that so long as such 
method of payment is in effect it will 
pay each such quarterly aggregate 
amount, out of the Municipality’s cur¬ 
rent revenues as hereinafter provided, 
within sixty (60) days after the date 
of the hill therefor. The Sewage Agency 
will refund to the Municipality, on or 
before April first of each year, as a 
credit for the saving in billing ex¬ 
pense, a sum equal to the average cost 
per customer incurred by the Sewage 
Agency during the preceding calendar 
year for billing and collecting its 
charges from Individual water users in 
all other municipalities wdthin the en¬ 
larged service area of Project Z, multi¬ 
plied by the average number of indi¬ 
vidual water users in the Municipality, 

Before the Sewage Disposal System 
and the Upper Allegheny System are 






completed and put in operation, the 
Sewage Agency shall request each of 
the Municipalities in writing to indi¬ 
cate whether it desires to adopt the 
optional method of payment provided 
for in this Paragraph. Unless the Mu¬ 
nicipality shall so indicate by ordi¬ 
nance duly enacted not later than 
ninety (90) days after the date of the 
Sewage Agency’s written request, and 
shall promptly send to the Sewage 
Agency a certified copy of such ordi¬ 
nance, the method of payment provided 
for in Paragraphs 14—19 of this Agree¬ 
ment shall become effective. 

No change in the method of pay¬ 
ment applicable to any Municipality 
and its water users shall be made ex¬ 
cept at the request of the Municipality 
made by ordinance duly enacted, and 
vhth the approval of the Sewage 
Agency, formally given by ordinance 
or resolution. 

21. If there exists any connection 
through which sewage wastes emanat¬ 
ing from any territory outside the cor¬ 
porate limits of the Municipality enter 
the Municipality’s sewerage system and 
thence reach the Sewage Agency’s in¬ 
terceptor sewer, and if the municipality 
having jurisdiction over such territory 
does not execute an agreement with 
the Sewage Agency similar to this 
Agreement, the Municipality shall 
either promptly shut off or remove 
such connection or shall pay to the 
Sewage Agency, so long as such sewage 
continues to enter the Municipality’s 
sewerage system, the estimated cost of 
collecting, transporting, treating and 
disposing of such sewage, such esti¬ 
mated cost to be approximately the 
same as if the water users within 
such territory were subject to the Sew¬ 
age Agency's prevailing sewage service 
charges. 

22. Each of the Municipalities shall 
Jinnually provide in its budget for ob¬ 
taining the funds necessary to meet 
Its obligations under this Agreement. 
On or before October 1 of each year 
the Sewage Agency shall supply to the 
governing body of each of the Munici¬ 
palities a written estimate of the total 
amount of delinquent accounts, or, if 
the optional method of payment is ap¬ 
plicable to the Municipality, of the the 


total aggregate amount of all sewage 
service charges, which the Municipality 
will probably be required to pay to the 
Sewage Agency during the ensuing 
fiscal year; plus, in either case, the 
estimated amounts (if any) due under 
Paragraphs 18 and 21 of this Agree¬ 
ment. Each of the Municipalities shall, 
by proper ordinance, promptly levy a 
special tax, or provide for obtaining 
revenues in any other lawful manner, 
or resort to any two or more methods 
of securing the funds required under 
this Agreement, in such manner as to 
assure that the Municipality shall ob¬ 
tain or collect during the ensuing fiscal 
year a sum which, together with any 
unused moneys remaining from previ¬ 
ous years, will be at least 120% of 
such estimated amount to become due 
under this Agreement during such year, 
plus unpaid balances of prior years. 
The revenues collected from such tax 
levy or from any other sources so des¬ 
ignated by the Municipality, or from 
any combination thereof which the 
Municipality may elect to employ, shall 
be deposited to the credit of a special 
fund to be designated “Sewage Agency 
Fund,” the moneys in which shall be 
used by the Municipality to meet its 
obligations under this Agreement and 
shall not be used for any other pur¬ 
pose whatever. 

If the entire amount due the Sewage 
Agency under this Agreement for any 
year is not paid out of the current 
revenues of the Municipality for such 
year the balance thereof shall be paid 
out of the current revenues of suc¬ 
ceeding years. 

23. The Municipalities and the 
Workhouse agree that if the schedules 
of sewage service charges in effect at 
any time do not, or in the opinion 
of the Sewage Agency may not, yield 
sufficient revenue to meet the Sewage 
Agency’s financial requirements paya¬ 
ble therewith,, or if the Sewage Agency 
finds that any of such schedules has 
proved to be inequitable, the Sewage 
Agency shall have the right at any 
time and from time to time to revise 
and adjust its sewage service charges 
in such manner and to such extent as 
it may deem advisable. 

At least sixty (60) days before any 
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revised schedule of sewage service 
charges shall become effective, the 
Sewage Agency shall submit in writing 
to each of the Municipalities affected 
thereby, and to the Workhouse, if af¬ 
fected, a statement setting forth the 
new schedule of sewage service 
charges and the reasons why it was 
found necessary or desirable to put it 
into effect. Such new schedule of 
charges shall go into effect at the time 
specified in said statement, not earlier, 
however, than sixty (60) days from the 
furnishing of such statement, unleas 
suspended by a final decree of a court 
of competent jurisdiction. 

24. The Sewage Agency shall have 
the right to promulgate, issue, publish 
and enforce rules and regulations gov¬ 
erning its activities and carrjdng into 
effect the provisions of this Agree¬ 
ment. Such rules and regulations may 
include provisions prohibiting or regu¬ 
lating the discharge into the Munici¬ 
palities’ and Workhouse’s sewerage sys¬ 
tems of oils, acids and other sub¬ 
stances which may be harmful to the 
Sewage Agency’s sewers, pumping sta¬ 
tions or other structures or which may 
interfere with the sewage treatment 
processes of the Sewage Agency’s plant, 
as well as excessive amounts of surface 
or ground water. 

Each of the Municipalities may, in 
its own discretion and without let or 
hindrance from the Sewage Agency, 
permit the connection with any Mu¬ 
nicipal sewer that discharges into a 
Sewage Agency interceptor sewer of any 
and all premises used wholly as pri¬ 
vate dwellings, but no permit shall be 
issued by the Municipality for the con¬ 
nection with any such sewer of any 
premises used wholly or in part for 
commercial or industrial purposes un¬ 
less the application for such permit 
shall first have been submitted to and 
been approved by the Sewage Agency. 

Each of the Municipalities recognizes 
that the carrying out by the Sewage 
Agency of its obligations under this 
Agreement will enable it to perform 
the duty imposed upon it £)y law to 
provide for the proper treatment and 
disposal of its sewage, and each of 
the Municipalities therefore agrees to 
exercise for the benefit of the Sewage 


Agency all rights and i^owers which 
it may possess to carry Into effect the v 
purposes and intent of this Agree¬ 
ment. Each of the Municipalities 
agrees, on request of the Sewage 
Agency, to enact an ordinance incor¬ 
porating all or designated portions of 
the Sewage Agency’s rules and regula¬ 
tions and providing appropriate penal¬ 
ties for the violation thereof, to 
amend such crdinance from time to 
time as requested by the Sewage 
Agency, and to enforce the provisions 
thereof fully and prosecute all violators 
thereof diligently. 

25. The provisions of this Agreement 
1 ‘elating to the Municipalities collec¬ 
tively or indlsscriminately shall apply 
to each of them severally and not 
jointly. 

26. This Agreement shall become 
effective immediately, and shall remain 
in full force and effect, subject to the 
provisions of Paragraphs 3 and 5 
hereof, until the date of expiration of 
the legal existence of the Sewage 
Agency or until the expiration of one 
calendar year following the payment In 
full of all bonds, notes and other ob¬ 
ligations of the Sewage Agency, original 
and refunding, issued by it to finance 
the construction, replacement, mainte¬ 
nance and operation of the Sewage Dis¬ 
posal System and the Upper Allegheny 
System and additions thereto, which¬ 
ever date shall be later.

day of January, 1953, Borough of Ve¬ 
rona Ordinance No. 2—1953, duly en¬ 
acted and approved on the 13th day of 
January, 1953, Township of O’Hara Or¬ 
dinance No. 238, duly enacted and ap¬ 
proved on the 24th day of March, 1952. 
Township of Penn Ordinance No. 610, 
duly enacted and approved on the 29th 
day of December, 1952, and resolution 
of the Board of Managers of Allegheny 
County Work House and Inebriate Asy¬ 
lum adopted on the 17th day of De¬ 
cember, 1952.

The rights and privileges 
herein granted shall be subject and 
subordinate to the rights of the City 
of Pittsburgh and its powers and su¬ 
pervision over City streets, and also to 
ordinances of the City of Pittsburgh 
relating thereto, and to the provisions 
of any general ordinances which have 
been or may be hereafter passed relat¬ 
ing to the said construction, mainte¬ 
nance and its use on City streets and 
compensation for same.

A dump chute from, the park 
surface to the parking facility 
floor below to allow for the ready 
loading of park debris and refuse 
Into trucks or trailers for hauling 
and disposing. 

4. Provision for a truck entrance 
to the surface of the proposed 
park from William Penn Place in- 
eluding, if necessary, a ramp from 
street level to the park surface, 

5. A room in the parking facility 
below the park surface having an 
area of not less than one hundred 
(lOO) square feet for the storage 
of gardener’s equipment. 

6. Pipes and facilities for the 
automatic sprinkling of grass and 
plants in the park. 

7. Utility lines located beneath 
the park surface and concealed and 
flood lighting facilities of the type 
specified by the Department of 
Parks and Recreation of the City 
of Pittsburgh. No utility or light 
poles shall be erected in the park. 

8. Masonry materials and plants 
used in the park construction must 
be approved by the Department of 
Parks and Recreation of the City

(c) The City shall make available for 
the cost of the park the balance of 
the funds available to the City of 
Pittsburgh under the above-men¬ 
tioned gift for the acquisition ot 
the property and the construction 
of the park, but shall bear no 
further cost of the construction of 
the park.

(hereinafter called the "City”) with 
the Borough of West Mifflin (herein¬ 
after called the "Borough")* in the 
manner and form hereinafter set forth: 

THIS AGREEMENT

between the Borough of West Mifflin 
and the City of Pittsburgh, both being 
municipal corporations of the State of 
Pennsylvania; 

WITNESSETH 

Whereas, The City has constructed a 
branch trunk sanitary sewer in Mifflin, 
road and a trunk sanitary sewer, known 
as the Streets run sanitary sewer; and 

Whereas, The Borough Is desirous of 
draining a parcel of land having an 
area of Two Hundred Eighty (280) acres 
into the Mifflin road sanitary sewer of 
the City; 

Now, Therefore, The parties hereto, 
for and In consideration of the mutual 
covenants and conditions hereinafter 
specified do hereby agree as follows: 

1 . 

The City agrees to permit the Bor¬ 
ough to discharge sewage from a par¬ 
cel of land having an area of 280 acres, 
lying in the Borough, into the City 
sanitary sewer on Mifflin road. 

11 . 

The sanitary sower to be constructed 
by the Borough on Lebanon road 
through the Borough and through the 
City will be constructed by the Bor¬ 
ough without cost to the City, and the 
Borough will take out any necessary 
permits required by the Pennsylvania 
State Highway Department. The City 
shall permit the construction of this 
sewer on Lebanon road through the 
City to connect with the sanitary 
sewer on Mifflin road. 

HI. 

The City shall have the right and 
privilege to connect the drainage from 
eighty-nine (89) acres lying within the 
City and northwardly from the Bor¬ 
ough to this sewer without charges or 
costs from the Borough. 

IV. 


In consideration of the above the 
Borough agrees to pay to the City the 
sum of $21,216.00, payable as follows: 
$5,000.00 within sixty (60) days after 
the execution of this agreement; three 
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annual payments of $5000.00 each on 
the 30th day of June, 1954, 1955 and 
1956, and a payment of $1216.00 on the 
30th day of June, 1957. 

V. 

If and when the City finds it nec¬ 
essary to reconstruct the lower portion 
of the Streets Run sanitary sewer or to 
construct a relief sewer at that place, 
the Borough shall pay the City 18% of 
the cost thereof, limited to 18% of 
$120,000.00 or $21,600.00 payment to be 
made within sixty (60) days after the 
completion of the work involved. 

VI. 

The Borough agrees to maintain and 
keep in repair the sanitary sewer con¬ 
structed by them on Lebanon road, 
and the City agrees to maintain and 
keep in repair the branch trunk sani¬ 
tary sewer on Mifflin road and the 
streets Run sanitary sewer. “Mainte¬ 
nance," as used in this agreement, 
shall 'include reconstruction or enlarge¬ 
ment of relief sewers as may be nec¬ 
essary, and as determined by the City. 
The Borough shall pay 18% of the cost 
incurred by the City on such mainte¬ 
nance repairs. Such amounts are due 
and payable within thirty (30) days 
after presentation of a certified state¬ 
ment by the City to the Borough. The 
necessity for any of the above work 
and the cost of the same will be de¬ 
termined by the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works of the City. 

VII. 

When the sewage disposal is an ac¬ 
complished fact, or prior to that time 
if the necessity should arise, the Bor¬ 
ough will pay any and all costs as 
may be determined in the general or 
overall plan for sewage disposal as 
the same pertains to the parcel of land 
having an area of Two Hundred Eighty 
(280) acres, which the Borough is 
draining into the Mifflin Road sanitary 
sewer. 

VIII. 

It is understood and agreed by the 
Borough that it shall not permit any 
other municipality, individual or cor¬ 
poration not located within the area 


specified in this agreement to discharge 
any sewage into the Lebanon Road 
sanitary sewer to be constructed by 
the Borough. 

IX. 

The Borough agrees that no drain¬ 
age other than sanitary or domestic 
sewage shall be admitted into any part 
of the Lebanon Road sanitary sewer, 
and that surface drainage and roof 
drainage shall be specifically excluded 
therefrom. The Borough further agrees 
that upon demand of the City it will 
make an investigation and check of 
surface drainage and roof drainage 
which might be entering into the 
sewer. On this investigation the City 
shall be represented by a person desig¬ 
nated by the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works. Should storm 
water be found entering the sewer the 
Borough agrees to immediately insti¬ 
tute such action as may be necessary 
to discontinue such discharge, and on 
their failure to successfully do this 
the City shall take such legal action 
against the Borough as the City deems 
advisable.

A. The City of Pittsburgh agrees, 
for the considerations to be received 
by the City as hereinafter set forth; 

1. To vacate, without cost to the 
Authority, University and/or Hospital, 
except as hereinafter provided, and 
without the assessment of benefits 
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against the Authority, University and/ 
or Hospital, all streets and alleys, in 
whole or in part, shown to be vacated 
in the plans contained as Exhibits to 
the Redevelopment Contracts, which 
Contracts were a part of the Pro¬ 
posal approved by Council as herein¬ 
before mentioned; provided, however, 
that the City of Pittsburgh may re¬ 
quire the said vacations to be sub¬ 
ject to any or all of the following 
conditions:

(e) A reservation of the right and 
privilege to enter upon the land 
within the lines of said vacated 
streets and alleys for the purpose 
of inspection, maintenance, repair, 
construction or reconstruction of 
the existing city sewer or water 
lines. 

The time of vacation is to be de¬ 
cided by agreement between the Au¬ 
thority, University, Hospital and the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

2. To convey to the Authority, if 
necessary, all right, title and interest 
which the City has in said streets 
and alleys so vacated. 

3. To cause a portion of DeSoto 
street to be relocated substantially as 
shown on the Exhibits to the Re¬ 
development Contracts, grades there¬ 


for to be established and the same 
to be reconstructed without cost to 
the Authority, Hospital or University. 

4. To vdden, relocate, establish and 
adjust grades for, construct or recon¬ 
struct, curb and pave Fifth avenue 
between Lothrop street and N. Bouquet 
street, DeSoto street between Fifth 
avenue and Terrace street, and Ter¬ 
race street between Lothrop street and 
DeSoto street, as shown on the Ex¬ 
hibits to the Redevelopment Con¬ 
tracts. 

5. To locate, relocate, construct 
and reconstruct all sewer lines and 
water mains maintained by the City 
within the Redevelopment Areas or 
outside the Areas to the extent made 
necessary by the construction to be 
undertaken by the University or Hos¬ 
pital in the Areas, without any cost 
to the Authority, University and/or 
Hospital, it being understood, how¬ 
ever, that the cost of the sewer 
laterals and the water service lines 
to the University or Hospital buildings 
is to be borne by the University or 
Hospital; and 

6. To adopt such ordinances, to 
execute such agreements, and to do 
such other acts as may be necessary 
to carry into effect the terms of the 
said Redevelopment Contracts. 

B. The Authority agrees to enter in¬ 
to Redevelopment Contracts whereby 
the University and/or Hospital will: 

1. Grant all necessary easements or 
way across their property without any 
cost to the City, for the relocation 
of existing City water or sewer lines 
which may have to ba relocated by 
reason of the redevelopment work to 
be performed under the Redevelopmnt 
Contracts. 

2. To dedicate, or cause to be dedi¬ 
cated, for street purposes, the follow¬ 
ing property as shown on Exhibits to 
the Redevelopment Contracts. 

(a) A strip of prop"rty 20 feet In 

width along the northerly line of 
Fifth avenue; and 

(b) A strip of property 10 feet m 

width along the southerly line 
of Terrace street between Lothrop 
street and DeSoto street; and 
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(c) A strip of property 10 feet in 
width along the westerly line of 
DeSoto street; and 

(d) A strip of property required for 
the relocation of DeSoto street at 
the Fifth avenue intersection; and 

(e) A strip of property 60 feet in 
width between Morgan street and 
Centre avenue for the extension 
of Robinson street; and 

(f) A strip of property of various 
widths for the widening of Centre 
avenue; and 

(g) A strip of property 20 feet in 
width along the southerly line of 
Carrillo street between Robinson 
street and Morgan street; and 

(h) A strip of property 10 feet in

The Council of the City of Pitts- 
burgh hereby enacts as follows'. 

Definitions.—The following 
words and phrases when used in this 
ordinance shall have the meanings 
ascribed to them in this section unless 
the context clearly indicates a different 
meaning; 

(a) “Person” shall mean any indi¬ 
vidual, partnership, limited partner¬ 
ship, association or corporation. 

(b) “Wholesale Dealer” or “Whole¬ 
sale Vendor” shall mean any person 
who sells to dealers in or vendors of 
goods, wares and merchandise and to 
no other persons. 

(c) “Retail Dealer” or “Retail Ven¬ 
dor” shall mean any person who is a 
dealer in or vendor of goods, wares 
and merchandise, who is not a whole¬ 
sale dealer or vendor. 

(d) The terms “Person,” “Wholesale 
Dealer,” “Wholesale Vendor,” “Retail 
Dealer” and “Retail Vendor” shall not 
include non-profit corporations organ¬ 
ized for religious, charitable or edu¬ 
cational purposes, any associations or¬ 
ganized for such purposes, agencies of

(c) Wholesale and retail vendors 
or dealers in goods, wares and mer¬ 
chandise at the rate of one (1) mill 
on each dollar of the volume of the 
annual gross wholesale business trans¬ 


acted by them, and two (2) mills on < 
each dollar of the volume of the an¬ 
nual gross retail business transacted 
by them. 

(d) Brokers at the rate of one (1) 

I mili on each dollar of the volume of 
the annual gross business transacted 
by them. In the case of brokers the 
term “gross business transacted” shall 
mean gross commissions earned. 

(e) The tax imposed by this section 
shall not apply to the dollar volume 
of annual business covering the resale 
of goods, wares or merchandise taken 
by a dealer as a trade-in, or as part 
payment for other goods, wares and 
merchandise, except to the extent that 
the resale price exceeds the trade-in 
allowance. 

Section 5, Computation of Volume of 
Business.—

shall compute his gross volume busi¬ 
ness upon the actual gross amount 
of business transacted by him during 
such license year. 

(e) Every person who shall discon¬ 
tinue business during the license year 
after having paid the mercantile tax 
for the entire year, upon making 
proper application to the Treasurer, 
shall be entitled to receive a refund 
of a pro rata amount of the tax 
paid, based upon the period of time 
he was not in business during the 
license year. 

Section 6. Returns.— 

(a) Every return shall be made 
upon a form furnished by the Treas¬ 
urer. Every person making a return 
shall certify the correctness thereof by 
affidavit. 

(b) Every person subject to the tax 
imposed by this ordinance, who has 
commenced his business at least one 
(1) full year prior to the beginning 
of the license year, shall, on or be¬ 
fore the fifteenth day of March fol¬ 
lowing, file with the Treasurer a re¬ 
turn setting forth his name, business 
and business address, and such other 
information as may be necessary in 
arriving at the actual gross amount 
of business transacted by him during 
the preceding calendar year and the 
amount of the tax due. 

(c) Every person subject to the 
tax imposed by this ordinance, who 
has commenced his business less than 
one (1) full year prior to the begin¬ 
ning of the license year, shall, on or 
before the fifteenth day of March fol¬ 
lowing, file with the Treasurer a re¬ 
turn setting forth his name, business, 
business address, and such other in¬ 
formation as may be necessary in ar¬ 
riving at the actual gross amount of 
business transacted by him during 
his first month of business and the 
amount of the tax due. 

(d) Every person subject to the tax 
imposed by this ordinance, who com¬ 
mences business subsequent to the 
beginning of the license year, shall, 


within forty (40) days from the date 
of commencing such business, file a 
return with the Treasurer setting forth 
his name, business, business address, 
and such other Information as may be 
necessary in arriving at the actual 
gross amount of business transacted 
by him during his first month of 
business and the amount of the tax 
due. 

(e) Every person subject to the 
payment of the tax imposed by this 
ordinance, who engages in a business 
temporary, seasonal or itinerant by its 
nature, shall, within seven (7) days 
from the day he completes such busi¬ 
ness, file a return with the Treasurer 
setting forth his name, business, busi¬ 
ness address, and such other informa¬ 
tion as may be necessary in arriving 
at the actual gross amount of business 
transacted by him during such period 
and the amount of the tax due, 

iSection 7. Payment.—At the time of 
filing the return the person making 
the same shall pay the amount of 
tax shown as due thereon to the 
Treasurer. 

Section 8. Powers and Duties of 
Treasurer.— 

(a) It shall be the duty of the 
Treasurer to collect and receive the 
taxes, fines and penalties imposed by 
this ordinance. It shall also be his 
duty to keep a record showing the 
amount received by him from each 
person paying the tax and the date 
of such receipt. 

(b) The Treasurer is hereby charged 
with the administration and enforce¬ 
ment of the provisions of this ordi¬ 
nance, and is hereby empowered to 
prescribe, adopt, promulgate and en¬ 
force rules and regulations relating 
to any matter pertaining to the ad¬ 
ministration and enforcement of this 
ordinance, including provision for the 
re-examination and correction of re¬ 
turns, and payments alleged or found 
to be incorrect, or as to which an 
overpayment is claimed or found to 
have occurred. Any person aggrieved 
by any decision of the Treasurer shall 
have the right to appeal to the County 
Court of Allegheny County as in other 
cases provided. 
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(c) The Treasurer is hereby au¬ 
thorized to examine the books, papers 
and records of any taxpayer or sup¬ 
posed taxpayer in order to verify the 
accuracy of any return made, or if 
no return was made, to ascertain the 
tax due. Every such taxpayer, or sup¬ 
posed taxpayer, is hereby directed and 
required to give to the Treasurer the 
means, facilities and opportunity for 
such examinations and investigations 
as are hereby authorized* 

Section 9. Suit on Collection; 
Penalty.— 

(a) The Treasurer may sue for the 
recovery of taxes due and unpaid 
under this ordinance. 

(h) If for any reason the tax Is 
not paid when due, interest at the 
rate of six per centum (6%) per an¬ 
num on the amount of said tax, and 
an additional penalty of one per cen¬ 
tum (1%) of the amount of the un¬ 
paid tax for each month or fraction 
thereof during which the tax remains 
unpaid shall be added and collected. 
Where suit is brought for the recovery 
of any such tax, the person liable 
therefor shall, in addition, be liable 
for the costs of collection and the 
interest and penalties herein imposed. 

Section 10. Pine and Penalties.— 
Whoever makes any false or untrue 
statement on his return, or who re¬ 
fuses to permit inspection of the 
books, records or accounts of any 
business in his custody or control 
when the right to make such inspec¬ 
tion by the Treasurer is requested, 
and whoever fails or refuses to file a 
return required by this ordinance, 
and whoever fails or refuses to pro¬ 
cure a mercantile license when so re¬ 
quired under this ordinance, or fails to 
keep his license conspicuously posted 
at his place of business as required 
herein, shall, upon conviction before 
any Alderman or Magistrate, be sen¬ 
tenced to pay a fine of not more than 
One Hundred Dollars ($100,00) for each 
offense, and in default of payment of 
said fine to be imprisoned in the 
Allegheny County Jail or Allegheny 
County Workhouse for a period not 
exceeding thirty (30) days for each 
offense. 


Section 11. Saving Clause.— 

(a) Nothing contained in this or¬ 
dinance shall be construed to empower 
the City to levy and collect the taxes 
hereby imposed on any person, busi¬ 
ness, or any portion of any business 
not within the taxing power of the 
City under the Constitution of the 
United States and the laws and Con¬ 
stitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. 

(b) If the tax, or any portion ther3- 
of, imposed upon any person under 
the provisions of this ordinance, shall 
be held by any court of competent 
jurisdiction to be in violation of the 
Constitution of the United States oi 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
the decision of the Court shall not af¬ 
fect or impair the right to impose the 
taxes or the validity of the taxes so 
imposed upon other persons as herein 
provided. 

Section 12. Payment Under Protest.— 
Refunds.—^The City Treasurer is here¬ 
by authorized to accept payment under 
protest of the amount of mercantile 
tax claimed by the City In any case 
where the taxpayer disputes the validity 
or amount of the City’s claim for tax. 
If it is thereafter Judicially deter¬ 
mined by a court of competent juris¬ 
diction that the City has been over¬ 
paid, the amount of the overpayment 
shall be refunded to the taxpayer. The 
provisions of this section shall be ap¬ 
plicable to cases in which the facts 
are similar to those in a case litigated 
in a court of competent jurisdiction. 

Section 13. This ordinance is enacted 
under the authority of the Act of 
June 25, 1947 (Pamphlet Law 1145), 
and its amendments. 

Section 14. Effective Date.—^The pro¬ 
visions of this ordinance shall become 
effective immediately upon final enact¬ 
ment. 

Section 15. That any Ordinance or 
part ‘Of Ordinance, conflicting with the 
provisions of this Ordinance, be and 
the same Is hereby repealed so far as 
the same affects this Ordinance.

AN ORDINANCE—To provide revenue 
for the City of Pittsburgh for the 
year 1954 by imposing a tax upon the 
privilege of attending or engaging in 
amusements, including every form of 
entertainment, diversion, sport, recrea¬ 
tion and pastime, requiring all per¬ 
sons, partnerships, associations anci 
corporations conducting places of 
amusement to secure permits; impos¬ 
ing duties and conferring powers upon 
the Treasurer of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh; prescribing the method and 
manner of collecting the tax imposed 
by this ordinance, and imposing penal¬ 
ties for violation thereof. 

The Council of the City of PittS' 
burgh hereby enacts as follows t 

Section 1. That this Ordinance shall 
be known and may be cited as the 
“City Amusement Tax Ordinance.” 

Section 2. The following words and 
phrases when used in this ordinance 
shall have the meaning ascribed to 
them In this section, except when the 
context clearly indicates a different 
meaning; 

“Amusement.” All manner and forms 
of entertainment, including, among 
others, theatrical or operatic perform¬ 
ances, concerts, moving picture shows, 
vaudeville, circus, carnival and side 
shows, all forms of entertainment at 
fair grounds and amusement parks, 
athletic contests, including wrestling 
matches, boxing and sparring exhibi¬ 
tions, football, basketball and base¬ 
ball games, skating, golfing,’ tennis, 
hockey, bathing, swimming, archery, 
shooting, riding, dancing, and all other 
forms of diversion, sport, recreation, 
or pastime, shows, exhibitions, con¬ 
tests, displays and games, and all other 
methods of obtaining admission charges, 
donations, contributions, or monetary 
charges of any character, from the 
general public, or a limited or selected: 
number thereof, directly or indirectly 
in return for other than tangible 
property, or specific personal or pro¬ 
fessional services.

“Association,” Any partnership, lim¬ 
ited partnership or other forms of un¬ 
incorporated enterprise, owned by two 
or more persons.

j “Established price.” Regular mone- 
' tary charge of any character whatever, 
including donations and contributions, 
fixed and exacted, or in any manner 
received by producers, as herein de¬ 
fined, from the general public, or a 
limited or selected number thereof, 
directly or indirectly, for the privilege 
of attending or engaging in any en¬ 
tertainment or amusement, provided 
that when such entertainment or 
amusement is conducted at any roof 
garden, night club, cabaret or other 
place where the charge for admission 
is wholly or in part included in the 
price paid for refreshment, service or 
merchandise, the amount paid for ad¬ 
mission to such amusement shall be 
deemed to be fifty per centum {50%) 
of the amount paid for refreshment, 
service and merchandise. 

“Person.” Every natural person, co¬ 
partnership, association or corporation. 
Whenever used in any clause prescrib¬ 
ing and imposing a penalty, the term 
“person” as applied to co-partnerships 
or associations shall mean the part¬ 
ners, or members thereof, and as ap¬ 
plied to corporations, the officers 
thereof. 

“Place of-' Amusement.” Any place, 
indoors or outdoors, within the City 
of Pittsburgh, where the general pub¬ 
lic or a limited or selected number 
thereof may, upon payment of an es¬ 
tablished price, attend or engage in 
any amusement as herein defined, in¬ 
cluding, among others, theatres, opera 
houses, moving picture houses, amuse¬ 
ment parks, stadiums, arenas, base¬ 
ball parks, skating rinks, circus or 
carnival tents or grounds, fair grounds, 
social, sporting, athletic, riding, gun 
and country clubs, golf cours:s, bath¬ 
ing and swimming places, dance halls, 
tennis courts, rifle or shotgun ranges, 
roof gardens, cabarets, night clubs and 
other like places. 
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“Producer.” Any person, as herein 
defined, conducting any place of 
amusement, as herein defined, where 
the general public, or a limited or 
selected number thereof may, upon 
the payment of an established price, 
attend or engage in any amusement. 

The singular shall include the plural 
and the masculine shall Include the 
feminine and the neuter. 

Section 3, (a) On and after the 

effective date of this ordinance, it 
shall be unlawful for any producer to 
continue to conduct, or thereafter to 
begin to conduct, any form of amuse¬ 
ment at any permanent or temporary 
place of amusement, or any itinerant 
form of amusement, within the City of 
Pittsburgh, unless an amusement per¬ 
mit or permits shall have been issued 
to him, the fees paid therefor as now 
prescribed by law and the tax herein 
imposed paid in accordance with the 
provisions herein made. 

(b) Every producer desiring to con¬ 
tinue to conduct or hereafter to be¬ 
gin to conduct any amusement within 
the City of Pittsburgh shall file an 
application for a permanent, tempo¬ 
rary or itinerant amusement permit or 
permits, as the case may be, with the 
Treasurer. Every application for such 
permit or permits shall be made upon 
a form prescribed, prepared and fur¬ 
nished by the Treasurer, and shall set 
forth the name under which the ap¬ 
plicant conducts or intends to conduct 
a permanent or temporary place, or an 
itinerant form of amusement, the lo¬ 
cation of the permanent or tempo¬ 
rary place of amusement, whether or 
not the applicant is the holder of a 
mercantile license in effect when the 
application is made, and, if so, the 
number of such license and such other 
Information as the Treasurer may re¬ 
quire. If the applicant has or Intends 
10 have more than one place of amuse¬ 
ment within the City of Pittsburgh, 
the application shall state the loca¬ 
tion of each place of amusement, and 
in the case of itinerant form of 
amusement, the date and length of 
time such amusement is to be con¬ 
ducted at each place. In the case of 
an application for a permit for a 


temporary place of amusement, the ap¬ 
plication shall state the name and ad¬ 
dress of the owner, lessee or custodian 
of the premises upon which such 
amusement is to be conducted. If the 
applicant is an association or a cor¬ 
poration, the names and addresses of 
the principal officers thereof and any 
other information prescribed by the 
Treasurer for purposes of identifica¬ 
tion shall be stated. The application 
shall be signed and verified by oath 
or affirmation by the producer, If a 
natural person, and in the case of an 
association by a member or partner 
thereof, and in the case of a corpora¬ 
tion by an executive officer thereof, 
or some person specifically authorized 
by the corporation to sign the applica¬ 
tion, to which shall be attached the 
written evidence of his authority. 

Upon approval of the application and 
payment of such fees as are now re¬ 
quired by law, the Treasurer shall 
grant and Issue to each applicant an 
amusement permit for each place of 
amusement within the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh set forth in his application, 
Amusement permits shall not be as¬ 
signable, and shall be valid only for 
the persons in whose names issued, 
and for the conduct of amusements at 
the places designated therein, and shall 
at all times be conspicuously displayed 
at the places for which issued. The 
producer of an itinerant form of 
amusement shall notify the Treasurer 
promptly of any change in the origi¬ 
nally contemplated itinerary, either as 
to date or time of the conduct of the 
amusement at each place. 

(c) The Treasurer may suspend or 
after hearing revoke an amusement 
permit whenever he finds that the 
holder thereof has failed to comply 
with any of the provisions of this or¬ 
dinance. Upon suspending or revoking 
any amusement permit the Treasurer 
shall request the holder thereof to 
surrender to him immediately all per¬ 
mits or duplicates thereof issued to 
him, and the holder shall surrender 
promptly all such permits to the 
Treasurer as requested. Whenever the 
Treasurer suspends an amusement per¬ 
mit, he shall notify the holder im¬ 
mediately and afford him a hearing 
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if desired, and if a hearing has not 
already been afforded. After such 
hearing the Treasurer shall either re¬ 
scind his order of suspension, or good 
cause appearing therefor, shall continue 
the suspension or revoke the permit. 

Section 4. (a) For the calendar year 
1954 a tax is hereby imposed upon the 
admission fee or privilege to attend or 
engage in any amusement at the rate 
of ten per cent (10%) of the estab¬ 
lished price charged the general pub¬ 
lic, or a limited or selected group 
thereof, by any producer for such 
privilege, which shall be paid by the 
person acquiring such privilege. 

(b) In the case of persons admit¬ 
ted free or at reduced rates to any 
place of amusement, at a time when 
and under circumstances under which 
an established price is charged to other 
persons, the tax imposed by this ordi¬ 
nance shall be computed on the es¬ 
tablished price charged to such other 
persons of the same class for the same 
or similar accommodations, to be paid 
by the person so admitted. Provided, 
however, that children under twelve 
(12) years of age and disabled veterans 
who are admitted free of charge to 
any place of amusement shall not be 
required to pay the tax imposed by 
this ordinance. 

(c) In the case of persons having 
the permanent use of boxes or seats 
in any place of amusement or a lease 
for the use of such boxes or seats in 
such place of amusement, the tax im¬ 
posed by this ordinance shall be com¬ 
puted on the price charged for such 
boxes or seats or rental charged for 
the use of such boxes or seats in such 
place of amusement, such tax to be 
paid by the holder or lessee. 

Section 5. (a) Producers shall col¬ 

lect the tax imposed by this ordinance 
and shall be liable to the City of 
Pittsburgh as agents thereof for the 
payment of the same into the City 
treasury as hereinafter provided in this 
ordinance. 

(b) Where permits are obtained for 
conducting temporary amusements by 
persons who are not the owners,- les¬ 
sees or custodians of the places where 


the amusements are to be conducted, 
or where the temporary amusement is 
permitted by the owner, lessee or cus¬ 
todian of any place to be conducted 
without the procurement of a permit 
or permits required by this ordinance, 
the tax imposed by this ordinance 
shall be paid by the owner, lessee or 
custodian of such place where such 
temporary amusement is held or con¬ 
ducted unless paid by the producer 
conducting the amusement. 

Section 6. For the purpose of ascer¬ 
taining the amount of tax payable by 
producers to the City of Pittsburgh, it 
shall be the duty of: 

(a) Every producer, except as here¬ 
inafter provided, conducting a place 
of amusement, on or before the last 
day of each month to transmit to the 
Treasurer on a form prescribed and 
prepared by him a report, under oath 
or affirmation, of the amount of tax 
collected by him during the preceding 
month. 

(b) Every producer conducting a 
temporary place of amusement, or itin¬ 
erant form of amusement, shall file a 
report with the Treasurer or any duly 
authorized agent of his promptly after 
each performance. 

All reports required under this sec¬ 
tion shall show such information as 
the Treasurer shall prescribe. 

Every producer, at the time of mak¬ 
ing every report required by this sec¬ 
tion, shall compute and pay to the 
Treasurer the taxes collected by him 
and due to the City of Pittsburgh dur¬ 
ing the period for which the report is 
made. Provided, however, that such 
producer may deduct therefrom two 
per cent (2%) thereof, providing pay¬ 
ment is made on or before the due 
date thereof. The amount of all taxes 
imposed under the provisions of this 
ordinance shall in the case of places 
of permanent amusement be due and 
payable on the last day of the next 
succeeding month, and In the case of 
temporary or itinerant forms of amuse¬ 
ment it shall be due and payable on 
the day the reports in such cases are 
required to be made under this section, 
and all such taxes shall bear interest 
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at the rate of one per cent (1%) per 
month or fractional part of a month 
from the date they are due and paya¬ 
ble until paid. 

If any producer shall neglect or re¬ 
fuse to make any report and payment 
as herein required, an additional ten 
per cent (10%) of the amount of the 
tax shall be added by the Treasurer 
and collected. 

Section 7. All such taxes shall be re¬ 
coverable by the City Solicitor as other 
debts of like amount are now by law 
recoverable. 

Section 8. All taxes, interest and 
penalties received, collected or recov¬ 
ered under the provisions of this or¬ 
dinance shall be paid into the treas¬ 
ury of the City of Pittsburgh for the 
use and benefit of said City. 

Section 9. The Treasurer is hereby 
charged with the administration and 
enforcement of the provisions of this 
ordinance, and is hereby empowered 
to prescribe, adopt, promulgate and 
enforce rules and regulations relating 
to any matter pertaining to the ad¬ 
ministration and enforcement of this 
ordinance, Including provision for the 
re-examination and correction of re- 
turnsand payments alleged or found 
to be incorrect, or as to which an 
overpayment is claimed, or found to 
have occurred. Any person aggrieved 
by any decision of the Treasurer shall 
have the right of appeal as provided 
by law. 

Section 10. The provisions of this 
ordinance are severable, and if any 
of its provisions shall be held illegal, 
invalid or unconstitutional, the deci¬ 
sion of the court shall not affect dr 
impair any of the remaining provi¬ 
sions of this ordinance.

Section 11. Any person, co-partner¬

thorized thereby shall, upon convic¬ 
tion thereof before any Alderman or

AN ORDINANCE—^To provide revenue 
for the City of Pittsburgh by Im¬ 
posing a tax on certain classes of per¬ 
sonal property; providing for the as¬ 
sessment and collection of the same; 
conferring and imposing powers and 
duties on the City Treasurer and im¬ 
posing penalties. 

The Council of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh hereby enacts as follows: 

Section 1. That Imposition and Rate 
of Tax: Exceptions.—A tax at the rate 
of two mills on each dollar is hereby 
imposed for the year 1954 on the value 
of all personal property of the classes 
taxed by the County of Allegheny pur¬ 
suant *to the Act of June 17, 1913, P. 
L. 507, as amended, and enumerated 
in Section 1 of said Act, owned, held 
or possessed by any resident, which as 
used in this Section shall mean any 
person, persons, copartnership or un¬ 
incorporated association or company 
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resident, located or liable to taxation 
within the City of Pittsburgh, or by a 
joint stock company or association, lim¬ 
ited partnership, bank or corporation 
whatsoever formed, created or incor¬ 
porated by, under or in pursuance of 
any law of the Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania or of the United 'States, or of 
any other State or Government, and 
liable to taxation within the City, 
whether such personal property be 
owned, held or possessed by such resi¬ 
dent in his own right or as active 
trustee, agent, attorney-in-fact, or in 
any other capacity or by any resident 
as trustee, agent or attorney-in-fact 
jointly with one or more trustees, 
agents or attorneys-in-fact domiciled 
outside of the City where such per¬ 
sonal property is held and managed 
in this City, except as executor or 
administrator of the estate of a non¬ 
resident decedent and except as trus¬ 
tee for a resident or non-resident, re¬ 
ligious, charitable or educational or¬ 
ganization, no part of the net earn¬ 
ings of which inures to the benefit 
of any private stockholder or individ¬ 
ual, or for the use, benefit or advan¬ 
tage of any other person, co-partner¬ 
ship, unincorporated association, com¬ 
pany, joint stock company or associa¬ 
tion, limited partnership, bank or cor¬ 
poration; and the equitable interest in 
any such personal property owned, 
held or possessed by any resident 
where the legal title to such personal 
property is vested in a trustee, agent 
or attorney-in-fact, domiciled outside 
of the City, or where the legal title to 
such personal property is vested In 
more than one trustee, agent or at¬ 
torney-in-fact, one or more of whom 
are domiciled outside of the City, and 
one or more of whom are domiciled 
within the City, and such personal 
property is held and managed outside 
of the City, and where such resident is 
entitled to receive all or any part 
of the income therefrom. No failure 
to assess or return the same shall dis¬ 
charge such owner or the holder there¬ 
of from liability therefor. Provided 
that if the said County personal prop¬ 
erty tax, or law imposing the same is 
repealed, this shall not operate as a 
repeal of the City personal property 
tax or this ordinance, but the . said 
City personal property tax shall con- [ 


tinue until terminated by ordinance 
duly passed by Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh and approved as required 
by law. 

Provided that the provisions of this 
section shall not apply to subjects 
excepted in said Act of 1913 as amend¬ 
ed, and provided further that the pro¬ 
visions of this section shall not apply 
to personal property received, or ac¬ 
quired with proceeds of money or 
property received, before or after the 
effective date of this Ordinance, from 
any person or persons, co-partnership, 
or unincorporated association or com¬ 
pany, non-resident in or not located 
within this City, or before the effective 
date of this Ordinance, from any per¬ 
son or persons, co-partnership, or un¬ 
incorporated association or company, 
non-resident in or not located within 
this City on the effective date of this 
Ordinance, or from any joint stock 
company or association, limited part¬ 
nership, bank or corporation formed, 
erected or incorporated by, under or 
in pursuance of any law of the United 
States or of any state or government 
other than the Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania by any person or persons, co¬ 
partnership, unincorporated association, 
company, joint stock company or asso¬ 
ciation, limited partnership, bank or 
corporation as active trustee, agent, 
attorney-in-fact, or in any other ca¬ 
pacity for the use, benefit, or advan¬ 
tage of any person or persons, co¬ 
partnership or unincorporated associa¬ 
tion or company, non-resident in or 
not located within this City, or for 
the use, benefit or advantage of any 
Joint stock company or association, 
limited partnership, bank or corpora¬ 
tion formed, erected or incorporated by, 
under or in pursuance of any law of 
the United States or of any state or 
government other than the Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania: nor shall the 
provisions of this section apply to 
personal property held for the use, 
benefit or advantage of any resident 
who shall have in each of the ten (10) 
preceding calendar years, given or con¬ 
tributed all of his net income to any 
corporation organized or operated ex¬ 
clusively for religious, charitable, scien¬ 
tific, literary or educational purposes. 
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Section 2. Returns and Assessments. 
—For the purpose of ascertaining the 
amount of tax payable under this or¬ 
dinance, it shall be the duty of every 
resident of the City of Pittsburgh 
liable to pay such tax to file a re¬ 
turn of personal property. In order to 
eliminate the duplication which would 
result from the filing of a separate 
return for the City and a separate 
return for the County, the City of 
Pittsburgh hereby adopts the return 
filed with the Allegheny County Board 
of Property Assessment, Appeals and 
Review in compliance with the Act of 
June 17, 1913, P. L. 507, as amended, 
as a return for the City of Pittsburgh 
in compliance with the requirements 
of this ordinance, for the payment of 
a personal property tax by all persons 
subject thereto. 

The assessments of personal property 
of residents of the City of Pittsburgh 
made by the County officials adminis¬ 
tering and collecting the County per¬ 
sonal property tax, shall be used to 
determine the amount of tax due to 
the City of Pittsburgh under this or¬ 
dinance. The assessments so made shall 
have the same force and effect as if 
the assessments had been made initially 
by the City of Pittsburgh and are 
hereby adopted for City tax purposes. 

The term “assessments” as used 
herein shall mean the final assesss- 
ments as adopted and used by County 
officials administering the County per¬ 
sonal property tax after all petitions 
for reassessments, and appeals provided 
by law, have been finally determined. 

The Mayor and the City Treasurer 
are hereby authorized to enter into an 
agreement with the proper county of¬ 
ficials for reimbursement or payment 
to the County of the expenses incurred 
In the furnishing to the City by the 
County Board of Property Assessment, 
Appeals and Review, of the names and 
addresses of taxables within the City, 
the assessments made of their per¬ 
sonal property subject to the tax and 
such other information as may be 
agreed upon. Such payments shall be 
made from funds appropriated by City 
Council. 

Section 3. Payment of the Tax— 


Taxes imposed by this ordinance shall 
be due and payable on May 1st of 
1954. Taxes paid during the months of 
May, June and July shall be subject 
to a discount of 2% and If not paid 
within said months, shall be payable at 
face during August 1954, Taxes unpaid 
by August 31st shall be considered de¬ 
linquent and shall be subject to a 
penalty of 5% of the face amount of 
the tax, and interest at the rate of 
of 1% per month until paid. 

Section 4. Collection of the Tax—^All 
taxes, penalties and Interest imposed 
by this ordinance shall be paid to and 
collected by the City Treasurer. De¬ 
linquent taxes shall be recovered by 
the said Treasurer by suit in assump¬ 
sit or by such other methods as are 
authorized and allowed by law. 

Section 5. Pines and Penalties—(a).

\ N ORDINANCE—^Making appropria- 
tions to pay the expenses of con¬ 
ducting the public business of the City 
of Pittsburgh and for meeting the 
debt charges thereof for the fiscal 
year, beginning January 1, 1954. 

The Council of the City of Pitts- 
burgh hereby enacts as follows: 

Section 1. That the revenues of said 
City derived from taxes and other 


sources for the fiscal year beginning 
January 1, 1954, and ending December 
31, 1954, including therein cash sur¬ 
plus on hand at the close of business 
on December 31, 1953, are hereby ap¬ 
propriated in the sum of $47,282,991.00 
to pay the expenses of conducting the 
public business of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh and meeting the debt charges 
thereof during the said period begin¬ 
ning January 1, 1954, and ending De¬ 
cember 31, 1954, as well as all en¬ 
cumbrances incurred prior to January 
1, 1954, for which services have not 
actually been rendered, or supplies, 
materials or equipment actually de¬ 
livered prior to December 31, 1953, 

and so reported to the City Controller. 
Said encumbrances shall be charged to 
the proper appropriation accounts for 
the fiscal year 1954 and cancelled in 
the 1953 appropriation accounts against 
which encumbrances had been orglnal- 
ly charged, and all unexpended bal¬ 
ances of appropriations remaining open 
upon the books of the City Controller 
at the close of the fiscal year 1953, 
shall be and the same are hereby 
ordered to be cancelled, except such 
amounts as shall be required for pay¬ 
ment for services actually rendered or 
supplies, materials or equipment 
actually delivered prior to December 
31, 1953, and so reported to the City 
Controller, or such amounts as shall 
be directed to be carried over to the 
fiscal year 1954 by resolution or ordi¬ 
nance of Council. 

Section 2. No liability shall be In¬ 
curred against any appropriation item 
in excess of the unencumbered balance 
thereof, and said appropriation item 
shall be administered subject to and 
in conformity with the following terms 
and conditions: 

(a) Data required for preparation of 
payrolls, shall be submitted to the City 
Treasurer in such form, and at such 
times, as he may prescribe, this data 
to include records of employment, time 
worked, whether compensation Is based 
upon hours or days worked, quantity 
of work performed, or upon a monthly 
or annual salary basis, and such other 
records or reports with reference to 
personal service as may bs required. 

(b) Payrolls shall be prepared by the 
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City Treasurer upon the basis of such 
records or reports, and submitted by 
him to the respective directors or head 
of departments or offices for approval 
and certification in such form as he 
may prescribe. 

(c) No transfer shall be made from 
one appropriation item to another ex¬ 
cept by resolution or ordinance of 
Council, and such resolution or ordi¬ 
nance shall in each case set forth the 
reasons for such request, and be ac¬ 
companied by a certification from the 
Controller stating that there is a suf¬ 
ficient balance unencumbered and avail¬ 
able in the appropriation item from 
which the transfer is to be made. 

Section 3. No obligation shall be in¬ 
curred by any department of the City 
government other than for salaries or 
wages, or for necessary expenses of 
employees when engaged upon City 
business, except through the issue of 
an order, stating the service to be 
rendered, work performed or supplies, 
materials or equipment to be furnished 
together wdth the estimated cost of the 
same. The Director of the Department 
of Supplies is hereby authorized and 
directed to provide upon requisition by 
the head of any department all neces¬ 
sary supplies, materials, equipment and 
machinery for such department; pro¬ 
vided, however, that no requisition of 
any department shall be filled by the 
Director of the Department of Supplies 


in excess of the unencumbered balance 
of the appropriation properly charge¬ 
able, and that no order shall be issued 
by the Director of the Department of 
Supplies, or by the head of any other 
department of the City government, 
until it has been approved by the City 
Controller, Payments on account of 
direct purchase shall be made from the 
amounts hereinafter appropriated there¬ 
for respectively. Purchases made by 
the Director of the Department of Sup¬ 
plies to go into stores shall be paid 
from the fimd provided for such pur¬ 
poses, and when as directed by the 
City Controller; said fund shall be re¬ 
imbursed from other appropriations to 
the extent of deliveries made from 
stores. 

Section 4. Council may, by resolu¬ 
tion of the Finance Committee from 
time to time, restrict expenditures from 
the appropriations made hereby, both 
as to amounts of expenditures and the 
periods within which such expenditures 
may be made, and also, by resolution 
of the Finance Committee at any time 
cancel in whole or in part any unen¬ 
cumbered balance of any of said ap¬ 
propriations. 

Section 5. For purposes of adminis¬ 
tration and accounting control, the code 
symbols Indicated herein shall be con¬ 
sidered as part of the appropriation 
titles.

Office of Public Health Nursing 


All positions in the Office of Public Health Nursing from Chief to Public 
Health Nurse, Class I, inclusive, shall be considered grades of employment and 
shall be subject to an increment plan with minimum and maximum salaries. A 
vacancy occurring in any such position shall be filled at the minimum salary 
thereof and annual increments shall be added thereto for five successive years until 
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the maximum salary for the position is attained. Such increments shall be added 
to the salary on the anniversary date of employment with the City of Pittsburgh. 


An employee moving upward in grade shall receive the minimum salary 
applying to the new position or retain the salary of the former position, whichever 
is greater. When the move upward In grade results in an increase in salary, no 
increment shall be added to the salary of the new position within twelve months; 
and when the move upward In grade Is accompanied by retention of the salary

He served this City as 
Assistant City Solicitor from 1934 to 
1938, when he was appointed an As¬ 
sistant Solicitor for Allegheny County. . 
On December 5, 1938 he was appointed 
City Solicitor by the late Mayor Cor¬ 
nelius D. Scully. In May, 1942, with 
the United States at War, he entered 
the service of his Country in the Air 
Force. He was later transferred to the 
Judge Advocate General’s School at 


Ann Arbor, Michigan, receiving the 
commission of Lieutenant Colonel. On 
January 4, 1946, he was elected to fill 
a vacancy in Council caused by the 
death of George E. Evans.

While serving in Council he was ap¬ 
pointed a member of the Urban Re¬ 
development Authority, where he played 
an important part in the redevelopment 
of Pittsburgh. 

In recognition of his ability as a 
lawyer and of his service to the pub¬ 
lic, he was appointed by President 
Harry S. Truman a Judge of the Fed¬ 
eral Court for the Western District of 
Pennsylvania. There he gave promise 
of becoming one of the most brilliant 
Judges in the Country. He served well 
until his death April 9, 1953. 

In every public office, as a lawyer 
and as a Councilman, and finally as 
a Judge, he served the people with 
distinction and honor. At all times he 
gave of his talent, ability and energy 
unselfishly and with a conscientious 
devotion to the duties and responsi¬ 
bilities that were placed upon him. 

He was an outstanding American 
citizen whose heart beat in harmony 
with the best traditions of his Country. 

Judge Stewart will be long remem¬ 
bered by his fellow-citizens for the 
many difficult tasks which he willingly 
accepted and for his many contribu¬ 
tions to the advancement of the pub¬ 
lic good;
